THE LEGISLATURE. 


Great pleasure is experienced 
by the Journat in making the 
annonneement that the Legisla- 
ture has granted the petition of 
the City of Woburn for the right 
to raise by taxation and contri- 
bute annually towards the sup- 
port of the Choate Hospital the 
sum of $2,000. It was the proper 
thing to do, for it establishes firm- 
ly and permanently the Hospital 
one of the most worthy public in- 
stitutions in this city. 

Another good thing done for 
Woburn by the Legislature since 
the lust issue of the JoURNAL Was 
the report of the Committee i 
favor of granting the privilege of 
borrowing $100,000 for the City’s 
Water Department. Instead of 
permitting the city to make a 
lump loan of $100,000 to be ex: 
pended at once for new water- 
mains, etc., the Committee re- 
ported a better plan, the sub- 
stance of which is as follows: 

Of the $100,000 the sum = of 
$20,000 is to be used the tirst 
year; in 1911 the sum of 
$20,000 and $5,000 of the surplus 
receipts of the Water Department ; 
in 1912 the sum of $20,000 and 
$7,500 surplus earnings of the 
Water Department. After 1912 
such amount of the remaining 
$100,000 with an equal amount of 
the surplus earning. 

After the expenditure of the 
$100,000 all the surplus earnings 
of the Water Department will be 
used for water purposes. 

Another good feature of the 
Committee’s report is that it 
would abolish the Act of 1900, 
which allows the surplus receipts 
of the Water Department to be 
used for other public purposes. 

Representative Bean is entitled 
to and will receive due credit for 


material aid in accomplishing 
these two important pieces of

Death har again entered tho ranks 
of the Veterans of the Civil War in 
Woburn, claimed another of their 
rapidly thinning numbers, and taken 
away @ prominent Comrade of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, iu the 
person of Thomaa Moore, Commander 
of Burbank Post 88,G. A R 
enlisted in the United Siates Navy in 
August 1863, and served in defence of 
the Union, on the Ohio and Reliance 
war vensela, until honorably discharged 
atthe Brooklyn Navyyard on S pt. 16, 
1865 

More than 60 hacks, besider private 
carriages, and many people on foot, 
followed the remains from St 
church, where the public funeral was 
held at 10 o'clock Mouday morning, 
March 28, to Calvary cemetery. Thies 
long procession, preceeded by two car- | 
ringes filled with beautiful and eostly 
flowers evidenced to some extent the 
bigh esteem in which he was held «od 
the mavy frieuds of the deceased iv 
this community. 

Thomas Moore waa born at Stone- 
town, County Leuth, Ireland, ou July 
10, 1845, and parsed away, after a 
long illness, at his home, 70 Montvale 
avenue, this city, at 4 o'clock Friday 
moruing, March 25, 1910, deeply and 
universally lamented. Hie parents 
brought him to this country in 1850, 
and Woburn had been his home from 
that time to the day of his death. He 
grew up to be a man of sterling worth; 
honest, frank, true; possessing a large, 
geverous heart that always responded 
promptly to appeals to his purse or 
sympathy. He enjoyed the confidence 
of bis fellowmen, by whom he was fre 
quently honored with the keeping of 
public and private trusts. 

Alter his return from the War Mr. 
Moore engaged in various business 
pursuits, in allof which he was suc- 
cessful, In 1874 he embarked in the 
grocery trade with Richard Morria, 
aud after 16 years purchased the inter 
est of his partner, and bas continued in 
that occupation, with profit ever since. 
In business, official and social life he 
was esteemed and trusted, and there 
are many people in this city who will 
sincerely mouro hiv death and miss 
him, for he had a hearty handshake, a 
pleasant word, aud a kind greeting for 
everyone. 

He is survived by one son, Jobo, 
and three daughters, Mra. Mary Leen, 
Mrs Nellie Gaulfield and Miss Jenoie 
Moore, all of Woburn aud two voters, 
Mre. Timothy Driscoll of Balston Spa,

“That strange movement of the eye 
stone,” said the druggist, “when plac 


ed in a weak solution of Iime juice or 


vinegar bas given rise among ignorant 
and superstitious people to the notion 
that it has life and that it loves vine 
gar and loves to swim ip it above all 
things. But there is no more life in an 
eyestone than there is in a paving 
stone, It is composed of calcareous 
material and when placed in the solu- 
tions named is made to move about by 
earbonie acid gas, which is evolved by 
contact with the Hquid acid. 

“These little stones and all genuine 
eyestones once were the front doors, 
so to speak, of the shells of a little 
molluscous animal that lives along the 
South American east coasts. The shell 
of that little creature is a univalve. 
This caleareous formation is on the 
tip end of the mollusk, and when it 
draws itself into its shell to escape 
danger or go to sleep the end, of 
course, is the last part that is drawn 
into the cavity or mouth of the shell, 
where it fits so closely and is so bard 
that it affords perfect protection to 
the animal against its enemies from 
withont. 

“The natives collect these little mol 
lusks In large numbers for no other 
purpose than to secure the eyestones, 
as we call them, and they hold them 
in great awe, believing them to pos: 


sess supernatural attributes. Sailors 
on the vessels engaged in the fruit 
trade with those regions obtain the 
Stopes from the natives and bring 
them here for sale to the wholesale 


druggists, and there was a time when 
the demand for them generally was 
quite large. 

“There is nothing better to remove 
foreign substances from the eye than 
one of these South American eye 
stones, which use is what gives them 
their name. Many people think that 
before using them it is necessary to 
put them in vinegar ‘to give them 
life,’ but it is not necessary at all 
The stone is inserted at one corner of 
the eye, with the grooved side next to 
the lid. The pressure of the eyeball 
forces it to move about ip the eye, and 
the grooves collect the foreign matter 
and retain it. After making a thor- 
ough circuit of the eye the stone will 
come out at the corner next to the 
nose. No inconvenience is caused by 
its presence, 

“There are other eyestones. In the 
head of our common crawfish there 
are two little bones, just back of and 
beneath the eyes, which resemble the 
South American eyestones, about the 
only difference being that they are 
smooth all over instead of grooved on 
one side. These crawfish bones are 
known as eyestones and are used as 
such in the west, but they have none 
of the virtues of the real eyestone 
Their proper name is crab stones, [n 
Poland and parts of Russia quite a 
trade is found in the collecting of 
these crab stones. ‘The crawtish are 
taken and buried in deep pits, where 
they nre Jeft to die and rot.

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STRONG PULSE BEATS. 


Cases In Which They Ave Perceptible 
to the Eye, 

"It Is not sich an uncommon thing,” 
sald # physician, “to find a person 
Whose pulse beats can be plainly seen, 
and yet I suppose there are but few 
outside of the profession who realize 
the fact.

Cultivating Ginger. 

Ginger is made a matter of scientific 
culture in Jamaica. It is propagated 
by cutting up small pleces of the root, 
and, if possible, rich, cool soll from 
recently cleared woods 1s selected for 
it. It is a great {mpoverisher of the 
soil and grows so luxuriantly that in 
a short time a little plece of root will 
spread so as to produce nearly a pound 
of new roots. The sets are planted in 
Mareh or April and get to their full 
growth about September. The roots 
are dug usually in Jamaica in January 
or February. They are washed, ex- 
posed to the sun until thoroughly dried 
and packed in parcels of about a hun- 
dred pounds each, In order to dry 
them more rapidly they are first scald- 
ed in a little copper pot in order to de- 
stroy life, of which the roots are very 
tenacious, White ginger and black 
ginger are from the same roots, the 
difference arising from methods of 
curing. Roots for sugar preserving are 
dug while quite young, before the 
stems are more than five or six inches 
high.

THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, Matt. ix, 35, to x, 
15, 40-42—Memory Verses, ix, 37, 38, 
Golden Text, Matt. x, 8—Commentary 
Prepared by Rev. D, M. Stearns, 


This is the only lesson we have on 
the whole of that most important sec- 
tion, chapter x, and we begin with the 
closing words of chapter ix, telling of 
Jesus going everywhere preaching the 
gospel of the kingdom and showing 
the power of the kingdom in mortal 
bodies, healing every sickness and ey- 
ery disease. The shepherdless condl- 
tlon of the multitudes filled Him with 
compassion for them, and the plentl- 
ful harvest and scarcity of laborers 
led Him to say to His disciples, “Pray 
ye therefore the Lord of the harvest, 
that He will send forth laborers into 
ilis harvest.” There is something so 
strangely mysterious about it all to us 
earthly minded people that we can- 
not grasp It except tne Spirit shall 
enlighten us. Here is the Lord of 
the harvest Himself, the King of the 
kingdom, manifesting His power over 
the souls and bodies of people and over 
wind and wave and full of compassion 
for people, but He wants associates 
from among men to whom He can 
intrust His power that they may go 
forth In His name and do as He had 
been doing. That is all wonderful, re- 
minding us of Isa. vi, 8, where we hear 
the one living and true God in the 
persons of the Trinity saying, “Whom 
shall I send and who will go for us?" 
The wonder on our part is that so 
few respond to such an honor. But 
why should He ask us to ask Him or 
His Father to do this? Is it that in 
asking Him we may offer ourselves, 
saying, “Tiere am 1; send me?” Would 
we be honest tp asking Jesus Christ 
to send forth laborers into the wide 
world to work for His great cause 
if we did not first offer Him our 
selves? 

After an all night of prayer to God 
He had chosen twelve that they might 
be with Him and that He might send 
them forth, and now He gives them 
all the power that He had been mant 
festing und sends them forth by two 
and two to preach the kingdom of God 
and to heal the sick (Mark ili, 18; Luke 
vi, 12; ix, 2). When the kingdom comes 
we shall find the twelve apostles (some 
one in Judas* place) on twelve thrones 


ruling the twelve tribes of Israel! 
(Matt, xix, 28), but it will still be His 
power conferred upon them. It is 
true now and always will be—apart 
from Him, nothing. <All power in 
heaven and on earth fs THis. How is 
it that we know so little of it? Are 


we not wholly His, fully yielded, sim- 
ply trusting, willing and obedient? 
Has He not said, “As the Father sent 
Me, so send I you?" These twelve 
were, however, to go only to Israel at 
this time, not to gentiles or Samari 
tans (verses 5, 6). And to the woman 


of Canaan we hear Him saying, “Il am 
not sent but unto the lost sheep of 


the house of Israel” (Matt. xv, 24). He 
worketh all things after the counsel 
of His own will, according to His good 
pleasure which He hath purposed in 
Himself, and we must be fully in that 
purpose and wiil, whether it refer to 
the Jew, gentile or the chureh of God 
(Eph. 1, 9, 11; | Cor, x, 82). Dr. Sco- 
field says in his notes on this chapter 
that the mission of the twelve was 
that of heralds, announcing to Israel 
only the kingdom as at hand, endued 
With the divine credentials of their 
office and miunifesting kingdom pow 
ers. Verses 16 to 28 cover in a gen- 
eral sense the sphere of service during 
this present age, while verse 23 has 
in view the preaching of the remnant 
in the time of the tribulation and im- 
mediately preceding the return of 
Christ in glory. The remnant then will 
not have goue over the cities of Israel 
till the Lord comes, 

If any cannot receive this suggested 
division let him lay to heart the gen- 
eral principles, remembering that all 
need to hear of the grace of God, the 
present salvation by grace, the daily 
life of service, the enduement of the 
Spirit for that service and the coming 
of Jesus Christ to set up His king 
dom, 

In this age we ure commanded to go 
into all the world and give the gospel 
to every creature (Matt. xxviii, 19, 20; 
Mark xvi, 15, contrasted with Matt. 
x, 6), our object being not the conver- 
siop of any part of the world, but the 
gathering out of all nations a people 
for His name (Acts xy, 14), that He 
indy come again with these called out 
ynes to reign over the earth (Rev. y, 
i, 10). 

We must give more attention to be- 
ing faithful messengers than to caring 
for our personal needs. If we are 
faithful He will see to our need (Matt. 
vi, 33; Vs. iv, 10). It will help us 
to remember that He counts all good 
or ill treatment of Tis messengers as 
done to Himself (verses 22-25, 40-42). 
It is an evil world. We must expect 
persecution, but we must not fear to 
for His sake (16-18, 28-31), He

member the analogy “sheep in the 
midst of wolves" (16) and that the call- 
ing of sheep is to be fleeced and killed 
nnd eaten. In special emergencies we 
can count upon the Spirit to do the 
talking through us (19, 20), but He 
should always be allowed to do this.

2; xvi, 27; Rey, xxii, 12). What re- 
ward can compare with being one with 
Him for time and eternity?

TOOK THE GUARD'S PLACE. 
Er. Byles Shouldered a Gun and Kept 
Himself From Escaping. 

One of the most famous of the old | 
Puritan divines was Dr. Mather Byles, 
who was born in Boston fn 1706 and 
who was the first pastor of the Hollis 
Btreet Congregational church, to which 
he ministered for more than forty 

years, 

Dr, Byles was famous as a humorist 
and wit, and innumerable anecdotes 
tre related of his clever quips and re- 
torts. He was a zealous Tory and 
warmly advocated the cause of “the 
mother country” against the colonies 
In November, 1777, he was arrested as 
a Tory, tried, convicted and sentenced 
to be confined on board a guard ship 
and sent to England with his family 
within forty days, The sentence was 
afterward conimuted by the board of 
war to confinement in his own house, 
a guard being placed over him with 
instructions not to permit him to leave 
his residence for a moment under any 
circumstances, 

On Thanksgiving morning, observ 
ing that the sentinel, who, like many 
of the colonial soldiers, was a simple 
rustic, had disappeared and that Dr 
Byles himself was pacing up and down 
before his own door with a musket on 
his shoulder, the neighbors crossed the 
street to inquire the cause of this sin- 
gular spectacle. 

“You see,”’ said Dr. Byles, “I begged 
my guard to let me go out to procure 
some cider with which myself and 
‘amily might celebrate Thanksgiving 
day, but he would not permit me to 
stir, I argued the point with him, and 
he has now gone to get the cider for 
me on condition that 1 keep guard over 
myself during his absence.”

PATRIOTS DAY. 

Next Tuesday, April 19, 1910, 
named Patriots Day by Act of the 
Massachusetts Legislature, which 
Act, automatically, as it were, 
abolished the ancient and dishon- 
ored Fast Day, marks the 134th 
anniversary of the Battle of Lex- 
ington and Concord Fight, which 
occurred and opened the War of 
the American Revolution on 
April 19, 1775, in which Woburn 
soldiers, under the command of 
Colonel Loammi Baldwin, took a 
large, very active and important 
hand. Indeed, Private Wood, 
grandfather of Hon, A. S. Wood, 
83 years old, now of this city, and 

reatgrandfather of the Joshun 
Littlefield children, captured the 
first British redcoat and made a 
prisoner of him at Lexington that 
morning ; and whose testimony at 
a subsequent investigation of the 
affuir to determine on whose 
shoulders the blame for it lay— 
British or American—is regarded 
by historians as the best and most 
reliable evidence that exists. 

But everybody within hailing 
distance of the Hub of the Uni- 
verse, from whence the British 
soldiers marched on the night of 
April 18, is familiar, or ought to 
be, with the history of the Battle 
of Lexington aud Concord Fight; 
so, we will close this article by 
simply asking our City Fathers 
what they propose to do, if any- 
thing, towards celebrating the an- 
niversary of that great and glor- 
ious event next Tuesday ?

To allow of its production 
the sun must be at un angle of forty 
five degrees with the water, both sky 
and sea must be calm and the tidal 
current sufficiently strong to cause 
the water iu the center to rise higher 
than on the edges of the strait. When 
these conditious ure fully met the ob- 
server on the heights of Calabria, look- 
ing toward Messina, will behold a 
series of rapidly changing pictures, 
sometimes of most exquisite beauty, 

Castles, colonnades, successions of 
beautiful arches, palnees, cities, with 
houses and streets and church domes, 
mountains, forests, grottoes, will ap 
pear and vanish, to be succeeded per 
haps by fleets of ships, 
placidly sailing over the deep, some 
times inverted, while a halo like a 
rainbow surrounds every image, It is 
supposed that the images are due to 
the irregular refractive powers of the 
different layers of air above the sea, 
which magnify, repeat and distort the 
objects on the Sicilian shore beyond, 
but to the Italians these singular ap- 
pearances are the custles of the Prin- 
cess Morgana, and the view of them is 
supposed to bring good fortune to the 
beholder.

DYNAMITE AND ICE. 


A Strenuous Day In the Arctic With 
Peary on the Roosevelt 

1 think that none of the members of 
the Peary expedition will ever forget 
the Both of August The Roosevelt 
was kicked about the floes us if she 
had been a football, The game beran 
about 4 o'clock tn the morning -F was 
In my cabin trying to get a little sleep 
with my clothes on, for 1 bad not 
dared to remove them for a week, My 
rest was cut short by a shock so vio 
lent that before 1 realized that any 
thing had happened I found myself on 
deck—a deck that Inclined to starboard 
fone 12 to 15 degrees, Tran, or, rather, 
tiliubed, the deck to the port side and 
saw what had happened, A big floe 
rushing past with the current had 
picked up the grounded berg to which 
we were attached by the hawsers and 
dashed it agninst the Roosevelt and 
clear along her port side as if that 
thousand ton berg had been a_ toy. 
The berg brought up against another 
one just aft of us, and the Roosevelt 
slipped from between the two like a 
greased pig. 

AS 800N as the pressure was relaxed 
and the ship regained an even keel we 
discovered that the cable which bad 
been attached to the floe berg at the 
stern had become entangled with the 
propeller. It was a time for lightning 
thought and action, but by attaching a 
heavier cable to the parted one and 
taking a hitch around the steam cap- 
stan we finally disentangled it. 

This excitement was no sooner over 
than a great berg that was passing 
near us split in two of its own accord, 
a cube of some twenty-five or thirty 
feet just missing our quarter by only 
a foot or two. “Bergs to the right of 
them, bergs to the left of them, bergs 
on top of them,” I heard somebody 
Say as we caught our breath at this 
miraculous escape. The ship was now 
quite at the mercy of the drifting ice, 
and with the pressure from the outer 
pack the Roosevelt again careened to 
starboard. 1 knew that if she were 
driven any higher on to the shore we 
would have to discharge a large part 
of the coal in order to lighten her suf- 
ficiently to get her off again, so I de- 
cided to dynawite the ice. 

1 told Bartlett to get out bis batter 
les and dynamite and to smash the 
ice between the Roosevelt and the 
heavy floes outside, making a soft 
cushion for the ship to rest on. The 
batteries were brought up from the 
lnznret, one of the dynamite boxes lift 
ed out with caution, and Bartlett and 
I looked for the best places in the icc 
for the charges. Several sticks of 
dynamite were wrapped tn pleces of 
old bagging and fastened on the end 
of long spruce poles, which we had 
brought along specially for this pur- 
pose. A wire from the battery had, of 
course, been connected with one of 
the primers buried in the dynamite 
Pole, wire and dynamite were thrust 
down through a crack in the ice at 
several places in the adjacent fioe. 
The other end of each wire was then 
connected with the battery, every one 
got away to a respectful distance on 
the far side of the deck, and a quick, 
sharp push on the plunger of the bat- 
tery sent the electric current along the 
wires. 

Rip! Bang! Boom! The ship shook 
like a dish of jelly, and a column ot 
water and pieces of ice went flying a 
hundred feet into the air, geyser fash 
fon. The pressure of the ice against 
the ship being thus removed, she right 
ed herself and lay quietly on her cush 
jon of crushed ice, waiting for what- 
ever might happen next.—Commander 
R. E. Peary in Hampton's Magazine.

PLANET PROBLEMS. 


We Really Know Very Little About the 
Celestial Bodies. 

“The amount of ignorance not yet 
removed concerning the planets is very 
great,” writes 1. 8S. Grew. “We do 
hot know, for example, whether the 
planet Venus rotates. If it does It may 
possibly bave a life and a vegetation 
like our own, though we suspect that 
it is clothed in eternal cloud. Of 
Saturn's rings we cannot say whether 
they consist of millions of tiny moons 
like brickbats or whether they muy be 
even smatior still—a vell of shining 
dust. Of Jupiter we can only say that 
it Is covered with clouds, though of 
their substance we know nothing, 


and, according to Professor Lowell and 


Sir William Huggins, some of the 
bands we see on it may be rifts In the 


clouds revealing the body of the plan 
et. 


Little lines crisscross these bands 
Photographs of Jupiter taken at Mlag 


staff observatory seem to indicate that 


these lines, too, are the upper clouds 


of Jupiter. 


“But whenever we see a planet we 
it badly, Even Mars, the most 
clearly revealed of them all, ts con- 


stantly obscured by a refracting haze, 
so that even of the famous ‘canals,’ 


though nearly 500 in number, only a 
few are perceptible at a time, and an 


unskilled observer would probably not 


make them out at all. Sandstorms, 


sometimes snowstorms, sweep the sur- 


face of the planet, and because the 
winds of Mars are very gentle and 


slow moving these occurrences take a

WELL GUARDED CASH 


The Millions Piled Up In the Mint 
at Philadelphia. 


STORED IN ARMORED VAULTS. 


The Whole Building Is Embedded In a 
Solid Concrete Foundation, and the 
Underground Strong Rooma Are tn- 
pregnable—The Night Watch, 


The Philadelphia mint always con- 
tains coin and bullion which fluctuates 
in value each day between a half and 
three-quarters of a billion dollars. One 
hundred millions of dollars of this 
amount is in silver dollars stored for 
several years In a room by itself 100 
by 55 feet in area, About $300,000,000 
is In gold coin, ready to be put in clr- 
culation or to be stored In the national 
treasury at Washington against the Is 
sue of a corresponding number of gold 


certificates, A million or two ts in 
bronze and nickel coins, Finally an 
amount of bullion varying from a 


small quantity to several hundred mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth occupies the 
four massive vaults designed for the 
uncoined metal. 

Now, how 1s this vast hoard pro- 
tected? 

First of all, the whole mint is em- 
bedded in a solid conerete foundation 
about three feet deep. Concrete, ag 
every one knows, is one of the strong- 
est of all known substances and the 
most Impervious to drilling or wear, 
Then on the interior, where the vaults 
are placed, within this concrete protec- 
tion, comes a solid armor of battleship 
steel six inches thick, so strong that 
an expert working on it a week could 
scarcely make an impression, much 
less penetrate it by hand tools, 


The vaults themselves are sunken 
deeply below the ground. Descending 
several flights of stairs and passing 


by doors guarded by a fearsome ar- 


jtay of rifles for use by the night 
guards, a long, fairly wide corridor 
of solid concrete masonry shows the 


entrances to the six vaults, one for 
the silver already referred to, one for 
all kinds of coinage, but mostly for 
gold, and the remaining four for the 
gold, silver and nickel bullion, The 
bronze bullion lies in another room by 
liself, but as a few dollars’ worth of 
this substance makes an uncomforta- 
bly heavy load it is not thought nee- 
essary to surround it with the minute 
safeguards used in the case of the 
precious metals, 

The vaults themselves have a double 
combination. ‘That to the outer door 
is known by the cashier only and that 
to the inner door by the custodian of 
the vaults only. To enter a yault both 
men have to be together, and it {s a 
rule of the department that both shall 
stay together till the inspection or 
other object for which the huge safe 
is opened is accomplished, 

Entering one of these great cages 


after five minutes’ working at the 
combination, one finds himself in a 
huge room partitioned off in fifteen 


compartments by steel gratings of the 
Strongest kind. A _ straight passage 
six feet wide and the height of the 
chamber goes down the length of the 
room from the door, At the entrance 
are stored the bronze coins, the cents, 
about $80,000 worth of them, but the 
amount varies from day to day. Next 
come the more precious nickel coins, 
of which the value usually totals 
about $800,000, 

Beyond these storage places a. steel 
grated door in the passage itself has 
to be opened and then still another 
to get completely to the end of the 
room, All along the length of this 
passageway, from the entrance to the 
vault to the end, are the compart- 
ments for the coins, separated from 
the passageway by exactly the same 
kind of gratings as those which divide 
the way itself Into sections. 

The bottom, the sides and the top of 
this vault are lined with steel plates, 
and about the entire vault Js the three 
foot protection of concrete. Within the 
vault itself are the separate compart- 


ments, each locked, These compart- 
ments are examined shortly after the 
end of the fiscal year and are then 


sealed by the exuminers, so that any 
entrance to them would be impossible 
without the breakage of the seals. In 
each compartment devoted to the stor- 
age of gold the coin is stored first in 
bags which contain $5,000 each in half 
eagles, eagles or double eagles, and 
then these bags are arranged twenty 
on a shelf. Each shelf bas thus $100,- 
000 on it. The shelves are arranged in 
rows downward, ten from top to bot- 
tom of the compartment, each row 
baving thus $1,000,000 in gold in It. 

Electricity lights the entire section 
of each vault, and the electric current 
is so arranged that if it were possible 
for the vaults to be tampered with the 
electricity would immediately give no- 
tice outside that something was wrong. 

A detachment of guards every night 
is stationed at the entrance to the 
stairways leading to the corridor, 
which gives access to the vaults them- 
Selves. Their orders are to shoot down 
Any one attempting an entry. 

For the protection of the mint from 
fire a well drilled fire brigade has 
charge of the extinguishing apparatus 
There are thirty-one fire alarm sta- 
tlons located in the corridors and 
rooms throughout the building. 

At night every fifteen minutes thirty- 
one watchmen ring a signal notifying 
the watch in the telephone room that 
all is well. All these men carry re- 
volvers during the night wateh. If the 
signal from any watchman was not 
heard at the right time an instant 
ilarm would be sounded.—Philadelphia 
Record,

BIRDS OF PARADISE. 
Their Dancing Parties and Arrows 
With Blunt Heads, 

Birds of paradise molt about Janu- 
ary, and in May, when they are in full 
and gorgeous new plumage, the males 
assemble cach morning for their dane- 
ing parties. Certain trees are selected, 
being chosen on account of widespread 
Ing branches and seattered leaves, 
and in one of these trees from a dozen 
to twenty of the birds will assemble 
They raise their wings, stretch out 
their necks and elevate their exqul- 
kite plumes, keeping them in a contin. 
ual vibration, The birds hop or fly 
from branch to branch apparently tn 
the grentest excitement, so that the 
tree appears to be seething with gold- 
en orange plumes, The long, plumy 
tufts which are the pride of the bird 
of paradise spring from the sides be 
heath each wing, and when the bird 
Is In repose they are partly concealed, 
but during the “dance” the wings are 
raised vertically across the back, the 
bead ts bent and stretched out, and the 
long plumes are expanded until they 
resemble two mugnificent golden fans, 
striped with deep red at the base and 
fading off into a pale brown tint at 

the finely divided points. 

It is hurd to determine just what is 
the motive of the dance of the birds 
of paradise, but the natives take ad- 
vantage of the occasion to secure spect- 
meus of the birds without injury to 
the fenthers. As soon as {t is found 
that the birds have fixed upon a par- 
Ucular tree for their dances a native 
builds a little hut or blind of palm 
branches among the leaves and here 
ensconces himself just before daylight 
armed with a bow and a number of 
arrows with a round knob upon the 
end, instead of a sharp point. A boy 
waits at the foot of the tree, and when 
the birds have assembled and begun 
their dance the hunter begins to shoot. 
The blow of the blunt arrow stuns a 
bird, which falls to the ground and 
Is secured by the walting boy, not a 
drop of its blood being shed and the 
plumage being uninjured. The other 
birds rarely take any notice of those 
that fall until their number has been 
considerably reduced.-—Harper’s Week- 
ly. 


ILL TIMED APPLAUSE. 


It Distracts the Players and Annoys 
the Audience. 

Applause, the strongest tonic to the 
actor, sometimes unnoys your true art- 
ist. If it halts the action of the play 
too long or if it drowns the sentence 
just begun it is exasperation to the 
judicious in the audience, ‘The brigbt- 
er the diulogue the more irritating is 
anything that distracts from it. It is 
the fashion at our theaters, especially 
on first nights, to greet each player 
vociferously in such a way us to mar 
the pleasure of the performance, {if it 
contains any. 

Here is a practice from which the 
thoughtless or the overenthusiastic 
should forbear, It may take the mind 
of the actor off bis work in hand if he 
is the object of a great deal of ap- 
plause and may have the like effect 
on some who do not receive any such 
mark of esteem when others are get- 
ting a too generous share of it. 

There {Is plenty of time between acts 
for this handclapping, which the play- 
ers can appreciute much better than 
when they are taxing their memories 
for the text of their parts and trying 
to concentrate on their work, It is 
not in good taste to approve with 
mere noise a scene or a situation when 
the enjoyment of it by one’s neighbor 
may be heightened by the absence of 
such distraction, There is vast room 
for the improvement of general play- 
house manners, but inconsiderate and 
promiscuous approbation of acting 
while the story Is flowing from the 
stage is one of the chief drawbacks to 
enjoyment of the drama. Encourage- 
ment by manngers to such custom in 
the mistaken belief that it adds to the 
general pleasure of patrons is largely 
responsible for its increasing bane,— 
New York Press.

THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, Matt. xi, 1-19, 
Memory Verses, 4, 5—Golden Tex!, 
John v, 36—Commentary Prepared by 
Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


After the commission of last lesson 
both Jesus and His disciples departed 
and went through the towns preaching 
the gospel and healing every where 
See verse 1, with Mark vi, 12,18; Luke 
ix, 6. We may Imagine the result from 
such @ passage as Matt. tv, 24. Ln 
Luke vil, 16-18, we read that after 
Jesus raised the widow's son to life 
the people glorified God, saying that a 
great prophet is risen up among us 
and that God bath visited His people 
And this rumor of Him went forth 
throughout all Judea and throughout 
all the region roundabout. And the dis- 
ciples of John showed him of all these 
things. This explains how, according 
to verse 2 of our lesson, John heard in 
the prison the works of Christ. We 
learn from chapter xiv that John was 
put in prison because he bad fenriessly 
rebuked sin in high places, a danger- 
ous thing to do if one’s own comfort is 
considered when the powers that be 
are in league with the devil. So Mi- 
calah, son of Imla, found it when for 
speaking the truth he was put in pris- 
on and fed on the bread ynd water of 
Affliction. Zechariah, son of Jeboiada, 
was stoned to death because he testi 
filed that the people were in trouble be- 
cause they had forsaken the Lord (11 
Chron. xviii, 25, 26; xxiv, 20, 21). The 
hatred of the world, however, {s not 
strange, for the devil is the god of this 
age, and he is the great adversary of 
God and man. But when one is suffer- 
ing for righteousness’ sake and our 
God, whose we are and whom we serve, 
seems not to hear us and sends no de- 
liverance then it becomes very perplex- 
ing to any but the strongest faith, See 
Joseph as slave and prisoner, Martha 
and Mary with a sick and dying broth- 
er and John the Baptist seemingly 
neglected and forgotten. In reply to 
John’s question by his two disciples 
Jesus in that same hour wrought many 
miracles and said to the messengers, 
“Go and shew John again those things 
Which ye do heur and see” (verses 
8-6; Luke vil, 20, 21). He also said as 
much as “Do not be offended, John, if 
I do not come to see you, und do not 
think it strange if | do not release 
you.” We must remember His words 
in John xvi, 1-3; Isa. 1, 10, 

The messengers from John having 
departed, Jesus said to the multitudes 
concerning John that he was the one 
foretold by Isaiah and Malachi as the 
messenger who would prepure the way 
of the Messiah (Isa, xl, 3; Mal. ili, 1) 
He also said that among them that 
are born of women there hath not 
risen a greater than John the Bup- 
tist (verse 11), We remember that 
Gabriel said, He shall be great in the 
sight of the Lord, * * * be shall be 
filled with the Holy Ghost, * * * he 
shall go before Him in the spirit and 
power of Elias" (Luke i, 15-17)—not 
great in the sight of men, but ready to 
testify or suffer or die that God may 
be glorified. In connection with John’s 
greatness our Lord added, “He that 
is least in the kingdom of heaven is 
greater than be" (verse 11). This has 
perplexed many because, perhaps, they 
have not noticed that Jesus did vot 
say “the least in heaven,” but the 
least in the kingdom of heaven, or 
kingdom of God (Luke vii, 28), which 
means the kingdom he set up on 
this earth when Jesus shall be king 
over all the earth. When the kingdom 
comes John himself shall be preater 
than he ever was when bere in husuilia 
tion, The least in the glorified body, 
like Jesus Himself (1 John iil, 2). shall 
be greater than the greatest here iu a 
mortal body. ‘There is inore light for 
us upon this in due time, but let us con 
sider the greatness of being “like Him” 
and so continually behold Him 
be more like Him now, 

The kingdom suffering violence (verse 


to

12) evidently refers to the violence 
which Jobn wus vow sullering and 
Which Jesus, the King, wis seon to 


suffer at the hands of the rulers. See 
Luke xvi, 16, Rh. V. They killed the 


herald and also cruelly wurdered the 


King. They they violently pressed 
against the kingdom and caused its 


postponement till He shall come again 
in His glory. Stephen summed it up 
in his discourse when he said, "Ye 
stiff necked and uncircumcised in heart 
nnd ears, ye do always resist the Holy 
Ghost—as your fathers did, so do ye 


Which of the prophets have not your | 


fathers persecuted’ And they have 
slain them which shewed before of the 
toming of the Just One; of whom ye 
have been vow the betrayers and mur- 
llerers” (Acts vil, 51, 52). 

Joho the Baptist came in the spirit 
and power of Elijah, and had they re- 
reived him and the Messiah whom he 
heralded the kingdom would have 
come (verse 14); but, having acted us 
they did, the real Elijab must come to 
herald the return of Christ in glory 
(Matt, xvii, 10-13). Let those receive 
it who can 

They said that John had a demon, 
and Jesus they called a glutton and a 
Winebibber and a friend of publicans 
and sinners We must not therefore 
think it strange if we receive similar 
treatment and are numbered with trans- 


gressors, reviled and persecuted for 
His sake. We must consider Him who 
endured lest we become weary. He 
giveth power to the faint, and to them 
that have no might He increaseth 
strength.

The 135th auniversary of the Battle 
of Lexington brings to mind the part 
this town took in the celebration of 
April 1%, 1875. Ata meeting, March 
25, 1875, it was voted to accept the 
invitation of the town of Lexington, 
aud $350 war appropriated to defray 
expenses. A company of cavalry was 
formed conristing of 46 citizens, and 
four Honorary Members. The offlcers 
were William KE. Carter, Captain; 
George L. Tebbetts, lat Lieutenant; 
James Graham, 2nd Lieutenant; 
George W. Austin, Quartermaster ; 
Nathan H, Marion, Orderly Sergeant ; 
They presented « fine appearance, 
dressed in neat uniforms, and well 
mounted. They carried a haudscme 
silk flag and a banner bearing two 
views of the Sewall House, ‘The Re- 
treat of Hancock and Adams, April 
19, 1775.” They escorted two car- 
riage, ove occupied by the Selectmen, 
William Winn, Edward Reed and 
Stephen Carter, and Town Olerk Sam- 
uel Sewal!; the other by Nathan Blau- 
chard, David Skelton, Inainh Reed and 
Nahum Jennison, aud Charles J. Fos 
ter, who went ar caretaber On the 
way to Lexington the company stopped 
to pay their respects to the Sewall 
House, and also to Francis Lincoln, av 
inmate of the dwelling, who was a 
greatgrandson of Paul Revere. It is 
memoruble that on the day celebrated 
in history as one of hunger and cold, 
the Burlington Company feasted in 
warm quarters, op hot clam chowder, 
hot coffee, and other good things. 
Very few of that Company are now 
living. All but two of the officers— 
James Graham aod Nathan H. Marion 
—have joined the majority. Only one 
of the invited gueate still lives—Stepken 
Carter, the oldest man in town. 

Mr. Stephen Carter“mentioned in 
five above item, died on ‘Tuesday even- 
ing, April 19, just 35 years after the 
Lexington centennial, aged 87 years. 
The fuveral ia held at 2 o’clock, April 
22d.

Ovid tells us that the first: temple 
of Vesta at Rome was constructed of 
wattled walls and roofed with thateh, 
like the primitive buts of the inhabit 
ants. It little other than a cir 
cular covered fireplace and was tend 
ed by the uumarried girls of the com 
munity. It served as the publle hearth 
of Rome, and on it glowed, unextin 
guished throughout the year, the sa 
ered fire which was supposed to have 
been brought from Troy and the con 
tinuance of which was thought to be 
linked with the fortunes of the city, 

The name Vesta ts believed to be de 
rived from the same root as the San 
skrit was, which means “to dwell, to 
Inhabit,” and shows that she was the 
goddess of home, and home had the 
hearth as its focus, A town, a state, 
is but a large family, and what the 
domestic hearth was to the house 
the temple of the perpetual fire be- 
came to the city. Every town had its 
vesta, or common hearth, and the ecol- 
onies derived their fire from the moth- 
er hearth, 

Should a vestal maiden allow the sa- 
cred fire to become extinguished she 
was beaten till her blood flowed, and 
the new fire was solemnly rekindled 
by rubbing together of dry wood or 
by focusing of sun’s rays, The cireu- 
lar form and domed roof of the tem- 
ple of Vesta were survivals of the pre 
historic huts of the aborigines, which 
were invariably round.—Cornhill Mag- 
azine.

RAIN FORMATION. 


Cold Air Squeezes the Moisture Out of 
Warm Air 

Warm air is capable of holding more 
moisture In suspension than ts cold air. 
When by any means a layer or current 
of warm air which Is saturated with 
moisture is suddenly cooled a portion 
of the vapor must fall as rain, Cold 
shrinks the heated vir as pressure does 
a wel spouge and with precisely the 
same results In mountainous coun- 
tries this cooling down of the warm 
and damp air is most commonly pro- 
duced by the air being brought into 


the neighborhood of mountain tops, 
which are cold, 

It is for this reason that in such 
countries the showers mostly originate 
among the mountains and come 
through the vulleys out upon the 
plains, 


It will be easily understood that the 
higher the mountain the more striking 
will be the effects produced. If it be 
a snow capped peak in a tropical re 
gion a cloud will be formed such as 
to conceal the summit all the time. 
This cloud will be constantly growing 
on the side of the mountain toward 
which the currents of warm and moist 
air are set, for on that side the air is 
being cooled down, but after it bas 
been driven over the peuk It will waste 
away as rapidly, for it is then coming 
In contact with warmer air again. 

From such high peaks the cloud rare- 
ly breaks nway as a shower. All the 
surplus moisture of the air Is depos- 
ited in the form of rain or snow upon 
the peaks over which the alr passes. 


The Jellyfish. 

The bay of Naples abounds in me- 
dusae, or jellyfish, often growing as 
large as two feet in diameter and 
weighing fifty and sixty pounds. Some 
of them shine at night with a greenish 
light and are known as noctiluca 
(night lanterns) by the natives, The 
jJellytish sometimes make migrations 
in great groups, sometimes so large 
and so thick us to impede the naviga- 
tion of vessels, like the floating plants 
in the Sargasso sea of the tropics, 
These shoals of medusae, as they are 
called, may be so dense that a piece 
of timber plunged in among them will 
be held upright as if stuck in the 
mud, and ordinary rowboats cannot 
force their way through them, Their 
migrations have never been explained 
They are irregular and occur at no 
particular season of the year and un- 
der no particular influences, 


The Record of Raindrops. 

It is by carefully voting sinall and 
apparently insignificant things and 
facts that men of science are enabled 
tu reach some of their most surprising 
and interesting conclusions, In many 
places the surface of rocks, which mil- 
fions of years ago must have formed 
sandy or muddy seabeaches, is found 
to be pitted with the impressions of 
raindrops. Ip England it bas been 
noticed that in many cases the eastern 
sides of these depressious are the more 
deeply pitted, indicating that the rain 
drops which formed them were driven 
before a west wind From this the 
conclusion Js drawn that in the remote 
epoch when the pits were formed the 
majority of the storms in England 
came from the west, just as they do 
today.—Ilurper's Weekly. 

A Tree In a Thunderstorm. 

Every one is aware that it is not 
wise to seek a tree's shelter In a thun 
derstorm, but if you must take ref 
uge there then climb to the topmost 
branches. Jt has been proved that the 
upper boughs of trees during a storm 
would be the safest position, and It is 
said that birds in the branches are 
teldom killed. When the tree is struck 
by lightning it Is the trunk which, pre 
sumably from its greater dryness, is 
fn bad conductor and which therefore 
suffers the most. 

Very Like a Bull.

A Curious Painting. 

In Japan there is a very famous 
painting whica no amount of money 
could buy and which is the master- 
piece of a famous artist who lived sey 
eral centuries ago. Viewing the paint 
ing in the daytime, one is disappoint 
ed. It shows nothing more than a very 
commonplace landscape unrelieved by 
mountains or hills, As soon, however, 
as night falls one begins to realize the 
pecullar merit of the picture, for upon 
the canvas there appears a luminuous 
water buffalo (caribou) browsing upon 
the grass at its feet. The artist who 
painted this picture discovered a cer 
tain phosphorescent paint, which he 
obtained from the bodies of certain 
mollusks or fish, and with which he 
painted the buffalo thet, tnyisible in 
daylight, is luminously brilliant in the 
dark, The secret of making this paint 
died with the artist. The picture, 
which hangs ip a Buddhist temple, has 
proved a fertile source of superstition, 
the priests clalming that the buffalo 
hides awuy in the shade behind some 
trees in the picture during the heat of 
the day, coming out ut night to graze, 


THE SPEED OF NO RETURN. 


Velocity a Body Must Have to Leave 
Earth and Never Come Back. 
There are a great many odd terma in 
sclence none of which has a title so 
weird as the speed of no return, This 
means the velocity a body must have 
In lenaving the earth tn order for It 
hever to come back. It has been aecu- 
rately worked out and is found to be 
about seven miles a second, Now, 
though this speed has never been ob 
tained by artificial means on the earth, 
Ftill it Is interesting to note the theory 
as regards te further actions of the 
body. It would continue outward In a 
rurved ine until it was controlled by 
balancing forces, mainly the earth, 
moon and sun, in such a way as to 
make it have an orbit of its own. So 
It would go on revolving forever just 

4s any other planet. 

Although this speed has never been 
obtained by artificial means, it ts 
found in nature on the earth, and its 
application has a great deal to do with 
animal ife on our plinet. As ts well 
known, ft is a pet theory of the scien- 
tists that the earth Is losing Its atmos. 
phere, Just as the moon has already 
lost hers, on account of the wonderful 
Vibrational speed of the molecules of a 
gas. Hydrogen gas is known to have a 
molecular velocity of over the neces- 
sary amount, and it is a startling 
proof of the theory fhat no free hydro- 
gen is found in our atmosphere. The 
theory is that this gas on being set 
free rises on account of its Hghtness 
and when it gets to the outside edge 
of our ocean of air is left behind on 
one of its Juinps, the earth going for: 
ward at a great rate itself, something 
like eight miles a second, 

As the earth gradually lost its at- 
mosphere it would become colder and 
colder on account of its inability to 
hold the heat received from the sun, 
and all animal and vegetable Ife 
would cease. This has already hap- 
pened to the moon, its temperature 
hever rising above zero, though the 
sul shines on it for two weeks at a 
time. 

It is needless to say that even if this 
speed could be obtained by a cannon 
ball or other comparatively small body 
the friction with the alr on Its way 
would immediately burn it up, just as 
the shooting stars we see are burned 
up before reaching the earth. So if 
the visiting of the moon ever takes 
place it will have to be accomplished 
In a carriage with very thick sides 
and made of a material whose melting 
point is very high.—New York Tribune

THE DEAD SEA. 


Old Popular Beliefs About It That Are 
Not Founded on Fact. 

The Dead sea is a remarkable Inke, 
forty-six miles long and from five to 
nine miles wide, situated in the south 
east of Palestine and known from the 
time of Jerome (340-420 A. D.) as the 
“Dead” sea, because no tish of any 
kind have ever been found in its wa 
ters. Its surface, which is lower than 
that of any other body of water known, 
is 1,292 feet below the level of the 
Mediterranean, At its northern end 
it has a depth of ubout 1,300 feet, 
while the water at the southern ex- 
tremity is only from three to twelve 
feet deep. 

The Dead sea is fed by the Jordan 
from the north, but has no outlet, the 
water being apparently carried off by 
evaporation, The water of the Dead 
sea contains a large amount of the 
salts of magnesia and soda; as a con- 
sequence its specific gravity is high, 
and bathers float in it with ease. 

The popular uotions that the Dead 
sea exhales noxious vapors and that 
birds cannot fly over its surface and 
remain unharmed are not founded on 
fact. 

According to tradition, Sodom and 
Gomorrah, “the citles of the plain,” 
stood on the site now occupied by the 
Dead sea. This view, however, is no 
longer entertained, and it is now con- 
sidered certain that the Dead sea ex- 
isted in its present state during the 
days of Abraham and even much ear- 
lier.—New York American. 

The Oldest Death Sentence. 

The oldest death sentence extant is 
found in the Amherst papyri contain 
ing the trials of state criminals in 
Egypt, about 1300 B. C. The criminal 
in this case was found guilty of magic, 
which his judges state “was worthy 
of death, which he carried out, and he 
killed himself,” apparently by stab- 
bing, as in the Japanese harakiri, 
which is also of very ancient origin 

Among less civilized peoples drown- 
ing would seem to haye been the ear- 
liest method of legal punishment, for 
about 450 B. C. the Britons killed their 
criminals by throwing them into a 
quagmire. Of other than capital pun- 
ishments the oldest recorded comes 
from Chaldea, where it was enacted 
some 6,000 years ago that when any 
one maimed a slave “the band that 
thus offended should pay bim each day 
& measure of corn.”

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“ANOTHER SETBAOK. 


Balked in his attempt to make 
the securities of tho Boston Rail- 
road Holding Company bait for 
Massachusetts investors, and ap- 
parently realizing that defeat is 
threatening all New Haven and 
Holding Company Legislation this 
year, Gov. Draper today appealed 
to the Legislature in a special 
Message to do something for the 
Boston Railroad Holding Company 
that will permit the Boston & 
Maine improvements that the New 
Haven promised to make. 

The special Message followed 
the refusal today of the House to 
admit the Turtle Bill, exempting 
the bonds of the Moulding Com- 
pany from Taxation, which the at- 
torney General has declared un- 
constitutional. The attempt to 
force the Turtle Bill into the Leg- 
islature was begun the moment it 
was apparent that the Governor's 
recommendation to make the Hold- 
ing Company’s bonds legal Sav- 
ings Bank investments could not 


pass the Legislature. — Boston 
Traveler, April 22. 


The sale of the Boston & Maine 
Railroad to the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad Com- 
pany and the organization of the 
Boston Railroad Holding Company 
were opposed by Governor Guild 
and more than half of the Com- 
mittee having the business in 
charge, us appears by a receut 
statement made by the former in 
reply to a speech by Senator 
Lodge; but Draper, its author, 
pushed it through, and the sale 
stood.

POLITICAL DRIFT 
SEEMS CHANGED 


Better Outlook For Republicans 
Is Predicted 


DEMOCAATS ARE HOPEFUL 


Plenty of Evidence of Fight Between 
Vahey and Foss For the Democratic 
Nomination For Governor—Iinterest 
In Report of Living-Cost Commis: 
sion 


There has been quite a deal of In- 
terest In the various measures pending 
In the state legislature affecting the 
New Haven railroad. Now that the 
attorney general has decided that it 
would be unconstitutional to exempt 
from taxation the bonds of the Boston 
Railroad Holding company, Governor 
Draper has asked the great and gener- 
al court to consider what it Is possible 
to do in order that the New Haven 
may be permitted to make extensive 
Improvements on the line of the Bos- 
ton and Maine which have been con- 
templated for so long. It is, at pres- 
ent, uncertain what the legislature 
will decide to do about the matter, if 
anything 

There seems to be a distinct change 
{n political feeling here in Massachu- 
setts In the last few weeks, and the 
situation, certainly to Republicans, 
seems brighter. The Republican 
leaders recognize that it will be nec- 
essary to make an extremely wise and 
energetic campaign this fall in order 
to oarry the state tleket to victory. 
They say, however, that there will be 
a large vote, owing to the fact that 
congressmen are to be chosen as well 
and that many who 
strong Interest 
in political affairs, except in prest- 
dential elections, will see the neces- 
sity this year of going to the polls and 
yoting, in order to protect their own 
interests wage-earners, manufac- 
turers, and business men, 

The leaders seem to belleve that 
Republicans will hesitate long before 
casting their votes for the Democratic 
ticket when they realize that by so do- 
ing they may precipitate another In- 
dustrial crash, such as threw hun- 
dreds of thousands of able-bodied 
men out of work in 1898 and 1894. 
At the same time, there are others 
who feel that only such a lesson as 
was given the people in those disas- 
trous years of Democratic administra- 
thon will bring them to their senses. 
These men feel that the minds of the 
people have been so filled with mis- 
representations as to the reasons for 
the high cost of living, that only a 
practical demonstration In the way of 
hard times will convince them of thelr 
prescat welfare, 

Foss Forges Ahead In State 
The prediction is now freely made 

Democratic clreles that Congress- 
man Bugene N. Foss of Boston will 
be their candidate for governor this 
fall. The Democratic state committee 
and the Democratic machine in the city 
of Boston are both practically solid 
for his nomination. It 1s iInconcely- 
able, wnder these  clreumstances, 
that Ix-Senator James H. Vahey of 
Watertown, who has been the stand- 
ard bearer of the party for the last 
two years, could possibly put up a sue- 
cessful fleht. It 1s generally admitted 
that Mr. Vahey, during his two years’ 
candidacy, has made a great many 
friends and attracted to himself a 
large personal following. That he 
came so near winning last fall was a 
surprise in a great many quarters. 
With the single exception of the Doug- 
las year of 1904 no Democratile candl- 
date made so strong a run Mr. 
Vahey since the days of William BE, 
Russel) in the early ‘90's, 

Some of the friends of Mr. 
already see the handwriting on the 
wall, and realize that he is to be 
forced off the ticket in order to make 
a place for Congressman Foss. They 
that Mr. Vahey's chief fault 
{s the fact that he is not as well 
equipped with the sinews of war-—in 
other words, is not so plentifully sup- 
plied with the almighty dollar as ts his 
It takes money to run 4 
campaign. It takes a great many 
thousand dollars to run such a can- 
vass as the Democratic party conduct- 
ed in Massachusetts last fall, and Mr. 
Vahey has no money, In a general 
way, perhaps, this is not so grievous 
a fault, but in a political campaign it 
is not regarded as a virtue by the 
Democracy.

It is quite likely that the commission 
appointed by Governor Draper to in- 
vestigate the high prices In the cost 
of ving will be ready to report early 
in May. The committee has made an

SNOW CRYSTALS. 


They Invariably Conform to the Rule 
of Six. 

What magic fs there In the rule of 
wix that compels the snowflake to con- 
form so rigidly to its laws? Here is a 
germ bestrewn realin of nature pos- 
sessing the charm of mystery, of the 
unknown, sure richly to reward the 
investigator, 

Much wonder has been excited be- 
cause the snow crystals exhibit such a 
bewlldering diversity and beauty. 
They form within a very thin gaseous 
solvent, the air, and this allows the 
molecules of water an unexampled 
freedom of motion und adjustment 
while arranging themselves in crystal 
form. ‘The ®act doubtless largely ex- 
Plains why the crystals of snow far 
exceed other crystals in complexity 
and symmetry. Snow crystals, like all 
crystals of water, develop under the 
hexagonal system and Invariably dl- 
vide into six. Nothing absolutely cer- 
tulo is known as to why they grow 
thus except as {It is assumed the num- 
ber und arrangement of the attractive 
and repellent poles possessed by the 
molecules of water Impose this habit 
of growth on them. This dividing into 
six Is necessurily discussed and best 
explained in somewhat — technical 
sounding terms. We may assume each 
Water particle or molecule possesses 
two opposite primary poles, positive 
and uegative, corresponding in direec- 
tion with the main tabular axis of the 
erystils, and In addition three or six 
equidistant secondary poles arranged 
uround what may be called the equa- 
torial diameters of the molecules, Wa- 
ter, being u dlamagnetic substance and 
susceptible to polar repulsion, presum- 
ably has a tendency to arrange Itself 
thus in a position between and at right 
angles to the primary electromagnetic 
poles. This alignment of the lines of 
growth opposite to the lines of greater 
magnetic force would compel the crys- 
tals of snow to grow mainly outward 
in the directions of their equatorial 
diameters aud secondary poles. This 
theory would perhaps best explain 
why the crystals grow upon thin tabu- 
lar or in the hollow columnar form 
and increase so little In the directions 
of thelr main axes—that Js, tn the dj- 
rection Iu which, it 1s assumed, their 
main position and negative poles le— 
Technical World Magasine, 


A PATHETIC DUEL. 


Sad Sequel to a Meeting tn the Days 
When Middies Fought. 

One of the most pathetic duels in 
the early history of the American navy 
was that between two young midship- 
men whose names are not given in the 
record, qecording to a recent writer. 
Their ship was in the Malayan wa- 
ters. One hot night they quarreled 
over the question of leaving open the 
scuttle. The dispute was finally set- 
tled amicably by the exchange of cots, 
A superior officer who bad overheard 
their heated words made {it plain to 
one of the midshipmen that he would 
have to “call out” his friend if he 
wished to retain the respect of his 
friends, To avoid ostracism and to 
couform to the standard of honor im- 
posed by his superiors the unwilling 
midshipman challenged. 

The meeting occurred on the sea- 
shore. He wrote of it afterward as 
follows: “Upon the signal we both 
fired. I found myself wounded and 
Wis about to lean upon my second's 
arm when I percelved my opponent 
fall upon the sand. My own wound 
wus in the fleshy part of the thigh. It 

d not prevent my running to the 
prostrate figure of my old friend, 
whose face exhibited jntense pain, and, 
kneeling down by his side, I Implored 
his forgiveness, which he instantly 
granted. 

“My despair at his fate knew no 
bounds, aud, accusing myself of his 
murder, 1 upbraided with the bitterest 
reprouches those who had urged me 
to send the challenge. For weeks after 
his cot was attended by his late oppo 
uent, whose greatest joy was to antici- 
pate his wants.” 

The wounded youth recovered, bur 
had a withered arm, and, leaving the 
service, died of a broken heart. 


THE MUSKRAT. 


More People Trap This Little Animal 
Than Any Other, 

In America nearly 10,000 people trap 
the tiusquash, or muskrat, every year, 
More people trap this little animal 
than any other. It ts claimed that the 
greatest number of skins are taken in 
Minnesota aud the Red river district, 
Most of the pelts are exported, 

The skins are very uniform ip color, 
usually a dark brown, HolWever, those 
of Alaska and the Mackengle district 
very tight in color, The black 
pelts or those which are nearly so 
come from the southern gections, al- 
though oceasionally a few are found tu 
other localities, ' 

The muskrat is very prolific. In 
some latitudes, says Pur News, it bas 
three litters of young ip a suInmer and 
frow three to five young tp each litter 
The animals are noeturbal in their 
hublis, but are often seen during the 
day, Musquash, it is sald, thrive best 
iu sluggish streams, lakes and marsh- 
es, Ib appearance it is very much like 
the beaver, and Its habits are very 
similar, 

The wuskrats that Inbabit the ponds, 
marshes aud shallow lakes build their 
houses of grass, weeds, etc,, and plas- 
ter them together with wud, The 
house is built in the shape of a dome 
und is usually several feet above the 
water, The musquash that lives along 
the streams Usually has its bome ta 
the banks of them, The entrance to 
this den is almost always beneath the 
water, but as the burrows range up 
ward the dens are vever filled with 
water except ln times of freshets,

DEEP SEA LIFE. 


The Deposits ew the Surface of Sub 
marine Mounteins, 

Whether or not the light of day 
penetrates the obscure depths of the 
sen has vot been settled by sclentists, 
and the fact that some animals found 
ita depth exceeding 700 fathoms have 
ho eyes or a very falot Indication of 
them, while others possess very large 
and protruding eyes, helps to make 
the dispute all the more sharp 

Another strange thing about the 
lower depths of the ocean is that 
When its inhabitants possess any color 
At all that color is usually orange or 
ted or reddish orange—for example, 
fen Hhemones, corals, ete. The sur- 
face of submarine mountains ts strewn 
with shells like the virgin seashore, 
showing that it is the feasting place 
of vast shoals of carnivorous animals 
When a codfish eats it takes an 
oyster In Its mouth, cracks the shell, 
digests the meat and ejects the shell, 
Crabs crack the shells of their smatier 
neighbors and suck out the meat. This 
accounts for the mounds of shells 
which are found beneath the waves, 
All fish bones discovered there tn 
variably crumble at the slightest 
touch, 80 completely huve they been 
honeycombed by the boring shellfish, 
and, further flustrating the constant 
destruction golng on in the ocean's 
depth, it is said that if a ship sinks at 
sea with all on board it will be eaten 
by the fish, with the exception of its 
metal portions, and not a human bone 
of its crew will remain longer than a 
few days.—St. Louls Post-Dispatch, 


MADE WAGNER PAY. 


An Early Sonata That Cost the Com. 
poser a Lot of Money. 
Wagner when a young man wrote a 
sonata which had a fair success, but 
in after life be made every effort to 
suppress it. Going to the publisher, 
he said, “Have you any copies of that 

misereble thing still unsold?" 

“Yes,” was the reply; “I have quite 
a number of them In stock.” 

“Send them to me at once, with a 
bill,” said the composer. 

A thousand copies were soon after 
ward delivered at bis door. The bill 
was a big one, but it was paid, some- 
what grudgingly, and Wagner thought 
he had done with the thing. What 
was his surprise, then, at receiving 
two or three months later another 
consignment, this time of 500 copies. 

“I thought you had only a thousand 
of these things,’ he protested. 

“That was all 1 had tn stock,” ex- 
plained the dealer, “but these have 
been returned by my agents, to whom 
I wrote that you wished to have the 
sonata suppressed,” 

Wagner winced, but there was noth- 
Ing for it but to pay the bill, And 
thereafter whenever business was dull 
with this crafty publisher a few hun- 
dred copies of the sonata would be 
struck off on shopworn paper and de- 
livered at the composer's door with 
a memorandum to the effect that they 
had just come back from remote 
places where they had been sent for 
sale,

Pines protect theinselves agulnost for 
est fres tu a remarkable manuer. For 
four or five years the stems of the 
infant trees attain a height of only 
as many inches above the soll, Dur- 
{ug this time their bark is extraordl 
narily thick, and that alone gives sonw 
protection, But, tn addition, the long 
needles spring up above the stem and 
then bend on all sides tn a green cus 
cade which falls to the ground in a 
circle about the seedling. ‘This green 
barrier cau with difficulty be made to 
burn, while the shade that it custs 
prevents inflammable grass from prow 
ing near the protected stem, ‘The off 
cers of the forestry service at Wash 
ington are of opinion that It ts owlng 
to this peculiar system of self protec 
thon which the pine seedlings have de 
veloped that the growth of evergreen 
oaks ip Florida bas been restricted tu 
regions where tires have raged, while 
pine forests have taken their place,

FIERCE ESKIMO DOGS; 


They Retain Their Wild Nature 
Despite Long Training. 


AS SAVAGE AS THE WOLVES. 


And Like Their Ferocious Congeners 

They Always Hunt In Packs—In- 
stances In Labrador Where They 
Have Devoured Human Beings. 


There undoubtedly ts an affinity be- 
tween the wolf and the Eskimo dog. 
For generations the dog has been 
trained by the Eskimos, chiefly by the 
women, and taught to haul a sledge in 
winter, The Hudson Bay company's 
agents and the settlers on the coast of 
Labrador vie with each other in get- 
ting together splendid teams. One 
would naturally suppose that dogs of 
this kind, so long trained and associ- 
ated with men, would become more or 
less domesticated and lose their origi- 
hal savage character. It is, however, 
quite otherwise. 

The Eskimo dog of today 1s still a 
pure, unmitigated savage. Like his 
congener, the wolf, he always bunts in 
packs, Quite recently an Eskimo, with 
his wife and child, was making a jour- 
bey with his team to a nearby settle- 
ment, On his way the driver became 
fll and weak and quite unable to con- 
trol his team. The dogs turned on 
them and devoured the whole family. 

An old resident at Labrador told me 
that one winter's evening he was sit- 
ting reading when he heard a furious 
barking among his dogs outside. 
Fighting among the pack was so com- 
mon that he took no notice of the dis- 
turbance. Next morning the cause of 
the row was discovered. A poor Es- 
kimo woman was coming to the house 
for medicine for her sick child, She 
stumbled over the heap of snow near 
the door. The pack sprang on her, and 
some rags and bones discovered next 
morning told the tale of her tragic 
fate. 

The Newfoundland fishermen often 
bring home these Eskimo dogs from 
Labrador, They invariably turn out 
sheep killers, and the crossbred ones 
have all the same savage instinct. 
They have been known to kill a score 
or more sheep in one night, all being 


| found with their throats torn, but not 


It is simply the savage lust 
The early settlers in New- 
foundland found the great timber 
wolves a terrible pest. They killed 
thelr sheep and cattle and sometimes 
attacked women and children. They 
were continually chased and killed, 
but still they increased. A handsome 
bounty on wolfskins, however, even- 
tually brought about their extirpation. 

Animals that hunt or move together 
in packs always retain this character- 
istic. The reindeer in Lapland have 
been trained and domesticated by man 
for countless generations, but they still 
retain this instinct of the pack. As 
soon as the team moves all the rein- 
deer start off; nothing can stop them. 
While the savage pack hunting char- 
acter of the Eskimo dog remains so 
long unchanged, we have, on the oth 
er band, in setter and retriever dogs 
a very striking illustration of bow an 
artificiul character can be given to the 
dog and a special characteristic firmly 
implanted In a breed and retained for 
centuries, It is, however, purely artl- 
ficial and is easily lost. For instance, 
setters and pointers kept by ladies as 
pets and not trained lose the Instinct 
to point. The untrained breed within 
a generation lose it altogether, Every 
sportsman knows that the young ones 
are very easily trafped and point nat- 
urally. | have seen setter pups only 
six weeks old setting at flies. 

The instinct for retrieving is perpet- 
uated in no breed so strongly as the 
real Newfoundland dog, the fisher- 
man's friend and constant companion 
and the most splendid of all retrievers. 
A remarkable instance of his gifts and 
courage is the story of a Newfound- 
land settler, George Harvey, how with 
the ald of his dog and two children he 
saved 163 lives in 1832. In the autumn 
of that year the brig Dispatch, on he 
way to Quebec with emigrants, in a 
tremendous gale of wind struck a rock 
about three miles from Harvey's resi- 
dence at Isle aux Morts. Harvey heard 
the signals of distress and immediately 
launched his boat. His only help was 
a boy of twelve, bis girl, sixteen years 
old, and bis dog. To get close to the 
doomed ship ju such a sea was to court 
destruction. Harvey's dog understood 
what was required of him. He swam 
toward the ship, The seas overwhelm- 
ed him and drove him back, but final- 
ly be came near enough. The sailors 
threw him a rope, which he caught 
with his teeth. At last he got back to 
Harvey's boat almost dead from ex- 
haustion, but with the rope's end firm- 
ly clinched in his teeth. Communicar 
tion between the boat and the ship 
was then established, and with care 
nnd the most laborious efforts every 
soul was saved. — Judge Prowse in 
London Standard,

BLOTTING PAPER. 


Its Discovery Was the Result of a 
Workman's Carelessness. 
Blotting paper was discovered pure- 
ly by accident. Some ordinary paper 
was being made one day at u mill in 
Berkshire when a careless workman 
forgot to put in the sizing material. 
It may be imagined what angvy scenes 
would take place In that mill, as the 
whole of the paper made was regarded 
as being quite useless, The proprie- 
tor of the mill desired to write a 
note shortly afterward, and be took a 
piece of waste paper, thinking it was 
good enough for the purpose. To his 
intense annoyance the Ink spread all 
over the paper. All of a sudden there 
flashed over his mind the thought that 
this paper would do instead of sand 
for drying ink, and he at once adver- 

tised his waste paper as “blotting.” 

The reason the paper Is of use in 
drying ink is that really It is a mass 
of hairlike tubes which suck up liquid 
by capillary attraction. Ifa very fine 
glass tube is put into water the Hquid 
will rise in it owing to capillary at- 
traction. The art of 
blotting paper has been carried to such 
a degree that the product has wonder- 
ful absorbent qualities. 

The original blotting paper was of a 


pink color, due to the fact that red | 


rags were used, rags which could not 
be used for making the ordinary pa- 
per, as the color could not be remoy- 
ed. Here was a method for using the 
apparently useless matter, and so for 
a long time pink was the predominant 
color.—London M. A, P. 


The Arch. 

The consensus of opinion among the 
learned 1s to the effect that the arch 
was invented by the Romans. Some 
claim that Archimedes of Sicily was 
the inventor, while there are others 
who would make it to be of Ktrurian 
origin, but there can be no doubt about 
the fact that the Romans were the 
first to apply the prinelple to archi 
tecture. The earliest instance of its 
use is in the case of the Cloaci Max- 
ima, or Great sewer, of Rome, built 
about 588 B. ©. by the first of the Tar 
quin Ine of kings, a work which is re- 
garded by the historians as being one 
of the most stupendous monuments of 
antiquity. Built entirely without ce- 
ment, it is still doing duty after a 
service of almost twenty-five centuries

Use Their Position to Get a Look at 
the Advance Models and Then Sell 
Their Information in Berlin—One 
Case Where There Was a Slip, 


The object of the modern millinery 
pirate is by some means to get bold

The legislature {s endeavoring to 
put on speed In order to secure an 
early prorogation this year. One ot 
the important acts which became law 
last week was that making Oct. 12 a 
legal holiday to be known as Colum- 
bus Day In recognition of the discoy- 
erer and discovery of America. There 
was quite a strong opposition to this 
bill from manufacturers and business 
men, who made the point that there 
are too many holidays already. Gov- 
ernor Draper signed the bill, however, 
evidently taking the ground that it 
would. do no harm to have another. 
Several other states have a Columbus 
day already, so that Massachusetts Is 
not the first to adopt it. 

The governor gave out a statement 
during the week In justification of his 
recommendation that the bonds of the 
toston Holding company be made 
legal Investments for the savings 
banks, and In support of his appeal 
to the legislature to grant some rellet 
to the New Haven tn order that the 
contemplated {mprovements on the 
Boston und Maine may be entered up- 
on and completed. It seems to be 
admitted that he made an_ excellent 
case and proved at least his own deep 
sincerity In wishing to promote the 
railway improvements which the state 
80 much needs for {ts prosperity and 
advancement. It seems to be a moot- 
ed question whether the legislature 
will take any action along the lines 
recommended. The governor takes 
the ground that, having advised the 
legalization of these bonds as Iinvest- 
ments for savings banks and the legis- 
lature having decided against such 
action, it is now up to the legislature 
{tself to find a way to do something 
which will bring about the desired re- 
Bult. 

O'Connell Again a Candidate 

One of the election contests In the 
national house which concerned Mas- 
sachusetts has been decided in favor 
of Congressman Joseph F. O'Connell 
of the Tenth district. Mr. O'Connell, 
according to the returns, was elected 
by four votes over J. Mitchell Galvin, 
the Republican nominee. Mr. Galvin 
claimed that a number of defective 
ballots were counted for Mr. O'Con- 
nell and made a contest for the seat. 
The committee of congress having the 
matter in charge has now decided that 
Mr. Galvin was not elected. Con- 
gressman O'Connell {s a candidate for 
renomination and he has against him 
Councilor Curley of Boston, who is 
making a strenuous contest. Mr. 
Galvin declares his intention of again 
seeking the Republican nomination 
and says he feels very confident that 
if he receives It he will be elected by 
a substantial plurality. The dis- 
trict is evidently closer than was sup- 
posed, and with the dissension which 
is brewing In the Democratic ranks 
there 1s a possibility of Republican 
success. 

The Nomination For Governor 

Democrats are a good deal dis- 
turbed just at present over the guber- 
natorial nomination. Congressman 
Eugene N. Foss has been regarded as 
a strong candidate to head the ticket, 
but ex-Seneator James H. Vahey re- 
fuses to accede to the demands of the 
party leaders to withdraw, declaring 
his intention to remain in the field and 
secure the nomination for governor if 


possible. Within the last few days 
there has been a good deal of talk 
along the line of Mr. Foss being a 


candidate for re-election in the Four- 
teenthdistrict. Undoubtedly this would 
please the Democrats of that district, 
but it would disarrange a good many 
plans now in sight. Mr. Foss was 
the financial mainstay of the state 
campaign last year, having contribut- 
ed a very large amount of money for 
that purpose, and if he should be a 
candidate for re-election it is very 
doubtful if he would again finance the 
state fight. That would be a disas- 
trous matter for the Democratic party 
under the circumstances. A good many 
people feel that it is going to be rather 
difficult to collect campaign funds this 
fall owing to the uncertainty which 
surrounds the business outlook and 
the caution with which manufacturers 
are making their plans for the future. 
The Next Congress 

There is a feeling abroad that the 
next natfonal house may be Demo- 
cratic, If this should turn out to be 
60, it is quite within the bounds of 
possibility that the hoise might enact 
a tariff bill and send it to the senate. 
With so many insu cents In the sen- 
ate possibly a moderate reduction of 
the tariff might even be passed by that 
body. Nothing but the veto of the 
president would then stand between 
the bill and its beooming a law. A 
good many question whether, if a 
moderate tariff bill were put up to the 
president, it might not receive hh 
sanction, These are some of the 
causes which impel manufacturers tc 
feel their way carefully in regard te 
future operations. The unsettling ef- 
fects of tariff agitation and possible 
tariff changes are well known to al! 
observers of economic phenomena. 
There is generally extensive curtail- 
ment of production during such tariff 
agitation and this of necessity would 
lead to a greatly restricted employ- 
meut of labor, Most industries heve 
been very active sfnce the panic ot 
1908 and the market is now quite well 
Supplied, with a considerable argount 
of goods in the storehouses, so that 
a temporary slackening of production 
would not be apt to produce a scarcity 
of goods in the market for some time,

Arteries In Condition? 

Dr. Woods Hutchinson, tn criticising 
the different fads of exercise In Out- 
Ing, says: 

“The worst error of exercise, the 
most dangerous fad of Physical cul- 
ture, is not to take enough of it and 
to sneer at every form of it that does 
not bear the dollar mark. By one of 
those cynical poetic justices of nature 
the very men who denounce all phys- 
feal culture and recreation as fads are 
those who pay the heaviest personal 
penalty for this delusion. They use the 
vigor they have gnined In early youth 
in nature’s open alr school to chain 
themselves to the desk, to bury them- 
selves in dungeon-like offices or airless 
workrooms twelve or fourteen hours a 
day. They ‘feel fine’ and are sure they 
are going to live to be a hundred, but 
one day, to thelr astonishment, a little 
artery whose cont has been hardened 
for twenty yenrs unnoticed becomes 
80 brittle that it snaps suddenly, and 
down they go with a stroke of paraly- 
sis, like a winged duck, It is never 
safe to jeer at the gods, whether the 
imaginary ones of Olympus or the real 
ones of modern science. 

“The men who jeer loudest at phys- 
Ieal culture and who sarcastically ad- 
vise college and high school students, 
ambitious for gymnasia or athletic 
flelds, to ‘go and git a bucksaw and a 
cord of wood’ or a hoe and a potato 
patch and develop their muscles ‘like 1 
did when I was a boy’ are the very 
ones who die suddenly when they 
should be in their prime for lack of 
exercise and open air recreation.

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A BYRON STATUE, 

| Made For Westminster Abbey, but 
Dean Lincoln Refused It. 

Many years ago some admirers of 


Lord Byron raiged a subscription for a 
monument to the poet to be placed in 
Westminster abbey, Chantrey was re- 
quested to execute it, but on account 
of the smaliness of the sum subseribed 
he declined, and Thorwaldsen was 
then applied to and cheerfully under- 
took the work 

In about 1833 the finished statue ar- 
rived at the customs house in London, 
but to the astonishment of the sub 
keribers the dean of Westminster, Dr, 
Ireland, declined to give permission to 
have it set up In the abbey, and owing 
to this difficulty, which proved insur- 
mountable, for Dr, Ireland's successor 
was of the same opinion, it remained 
for upward of twelve years in the cus- 
house, when (1846) it was re 
moved to the library of Trinity col- 
lege, Cambridge, 

The poet is represented in the statue 
of the size of life, seated on a ruin, 
with his left foot resting on the frag- 
ment of a column. In his right hand 
he holds a style up to his mouth, in bis 
left a book, Inscribed “Childe Harold.” 


He is dressed in a frock coat and 
cloak, Beside him on the left Is a 
skull, above whieh is the Athenian 


owl The likeness is, of course, post- 
humous. Thorwaldsen was born Novy, 
19, 1770, and died on March 24, 1844,—

THE MILKY WAY, 


A Hundred Million Stars Gleam In 
That Silvery Scarf, 

The census of the starry sky is con- 
rerned almost entirely with the Milky 
way, The number of stars not con- 
nected with it is negligible. But when 
you look at the Milky way the idea of 
numbering its stars seems the dream 
of a madman. It stretehes all round 
the sky. Its extent is so unthinkably 
immense that science has never under- 
taken to mnensure ft, and the imagina- 
ton could not grasp the figures that 
Buch a measurement, If 1t was possible 
to make it, would involve. 

Yet that whole enormous expanse of 
space occupied by the Milky way fs so | 
crowded with stars that they make 
upon the eye the impression of a sil-| 
very searf wound round the brow of 
the universe 

It requires n telescope to see them as 
a broad zone of glittering points tn-| 
stead of an almost uniform band of 
whiteness In the firmament. 

In some places they are more thinly 
scattered, so that, as you gaze through 
the glass, you almost think that, with 
infinite pattence, you might count the 
number included in a space as large 
as the face of the moon, 

But in other places they seem to be 
packed together like the sands of the 
seashore. They stretch away over 
thousands of square degrees of space, 
hanging In great festoons, spreading 
in vast banners, where billions 
upon billions of cuble miles seem to 
be filled with stars thicker than the 
flakes in a driving snowstorm! 

There ure begemmed knots in that 
starry scarf so rich that the eye is daz- | 
zied and the mind confused by the| 
spectacle which they present. 

Yet science, although it shrinks from 
trying to estimate the Which 
they occupy, has succeeded in forming | 
a fairly correct enumeration of the 
stars of the Milky way. 

The most extravagant estimates do 
not put the number at more than 800,- | 
000,000, and the most trustworthy and | 
probable make them a third less, 

A hundred million stars, then, is the 
total population of the glittering unl- 
verse, und when we see what a mar- 
yelous effect of innumerableness they 
produce we begin to appreciate what 
a hundred millious mean.—-Garrett P. 
Serviss in New York American.

| Practice That Keeps the Crews 
In Fit Condition. 


| CLEARING SHIP FOR ACTION. 


A Lively Time While the Decks Are 
Being Stripped of Everything That 
Would Impede the Fire of the Guns. 
Working the Torpedo Nets. 


It is a little after two bells in the 


| forenoon watch, or, in shore going talk, 


9 a. m., and the officers and men of 
the battleship wear an expectant adr. 
The ship's company is fallen in at sta- 
tions for general exercise. The com- 
mander, surrounded by his staff—a 
midshipman, a bugler and the chief 
boatswain's mate—is standing on top 
of the after barbette. A kind of tense 
hush is over all hands and, Indeed, 
over the rest of the squadron at anchor 
in the bay. It is a general drill morn- 
Ing, and the ships of the squadron are 
about to compete against each other 
at various evolutions, 

On the after bridge the glasses of the 
signal boatswain aud his yeomen are 
glued on the flagship Presently a 
couple of gayly colored tlags are hoist- 
ed at her main. Hardly have they left 
the rail when the Signal boatswain 
spins round. “Signal's ‘place net de- 
sir!" he ertes “Out 
the commander. “Out nets!’

again broken by the signalman 

A short “Stand easy!” follows, soon 
ended by another signal, “Clear for 
action!” ‘To the mind of the bewilder- 
ed spectator pandemonium follows. 
But it is only in appearance. Each 
Iman knows whet he has to do and 
does it, Under the onslaught of the 
seamen duvits, stanchions, rails, stove- 
pipes—in fact, all things that can pos- 
sibly restrict the fire of the guns—dis- 
uppear with a rapidity that gives the 
impression of their being mowed down;

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KING BDWARD. 


King Edward VIL of England 
died, deeply lamented, at 11.45 
o'clock, Friday night, May 6, 
1910, after an illness of less than 
a Week, which was not considered 
serious until three days before the 
ond came. 

King Edward was the oldest 
son of Queen Victoria and Prince 
Albert of Germany ; born Duke of 
Cornwall on Nov. 9, 1841, and 
was 68 years and 6 months old 
when he peacefully passed away 
last Friday night surrounded by 
members of his family. He was 
made Prince of Wales when 4 
years old; married Princess Alex- 
andra of Denmark on May 10, 
1863 ; ascended the British throne 
on the death of his mother Jan. 
22, 1901, and occupied it for the 
short space of nine years, 

Immediately on the death of 
Edward VII his son, George, 
Prince of Wales, became King, 
and will reign under the royal 
title of George V. He was born 
on Jan, 2, 1868, and became 
Prince of Wales on the death of 
his brother, the Duke of Clarence, 
Nov. 9, 1901. He is called the 
‘Sailor Prince,” and is far from 
being the intellectually strong 
man that his father was, nor will 
he be likely to become politically 
influential in the British govern- 
ment. 

King Edward, then Prince of 
Wales, visited this country in 
1860, to which fact was. probably, 
due England’s refusal to recog- 
nize the Southern Confederacy in 
the Civil War. 

When in Boston His Royal 
Highness was entertained at the 
Revere House, and his sleeping- 
room there is held to be hallowed 
ground to this day. 


TO BE INVESTIGATED. 

The talk of malfeasance in office 
that has been going on against the 
Middlesex County officials, com- 
monly called ‘*The County Ring,” 
for several years, has at last come 
toa head. They have been ex- 
pecting it, and welcome the inves- 
tigation that is to follow the pro- 
ceedings begun last week. 

On Saturday, May 7, a demand 
was filed with Attorney General 
Malone by Lawyer A. M. Howe 
in behalf of the Cambridge Tax- 
payers Association and other par- 
ties for the removal from office of 
the Middlesex County Commis- 
sioners, Sherift, the Lowell Jailor 
and other members of the socalled 
*‘Ring,” on which demand there is 
to be an investigation, which may, 
or may not, be succeeded by legal 
action ; but probably not. 

Although probing of the charges 
and hard talk against them is 
earnestly courted by the officers, 
they say their duties have been 
faithfully and legally performed, 
as the records show. 

THE MILK WAR. 

The warfare that has been going 
on for nearly a month between the 
Milk Producers of New England 
who market their goods in Boston, 
und the Boston Contractors, or 
between the Furmers and Middle- 
men, seems to be no nearer 4 set- 
tlement than it was a week after 
it began. Itis a hot one, in which, 
up to the present date, each side 
had claimed to have won a victory, 
whereas, the real fact is, neither 
has won a single point, both are 
ugly, and there is a serious milk 
shortage in Boston. 

It is not an easy mutter to de- 
termine which has the best 
grounds to stand on and defend. 
Both are probably wrong to some 
extent ; and perhaps it would have 
been better for the belligerents, 
us well as the public, if Governor 
Draper’s advice had been accepted 
und the questions in dispute sub- 
initted to arbitration.

Important reason, Mr. Foss has 
money to run a canipaign and = Mr. 
Vahey hus none, The Democrats 


composing the machine are well aware 
that thely campaign cannot be con- 
ducted without a liberal use of funds, 
It costs a large amount of money to 
hire halls for raNiesy to” Secure the 
employment of mon to do campaign- 
Ing about the state, to work up nat- 
uralization and registration, and 
finally to get the voters to the polls on 
election day. 

It is said on high authority that If 
Mr. Foss Is not the Democratic cand{- 
date for governor, he will not be on 
the ticket at all, and the question of 
funds for the campaign would then be- 
come acute, Democratic workers 
like to have ‘money to spend, there- 
fore they like a candidate whose nom- 
{nation means an abundant fund. 

There are some who believe’ that 
Mr. Vahey will finally see the light, 
and rather than engage in a campaign 
without funds, will step aside, and 
allow Mr. Foss to be nominated. If 
he should do this some of his friends 
would feel that he had shown the 
white feather and had given up his 
birthright for a mess of pottage. They 
feel absolutely certain that if he were 
nominated he would be elected. They 
are probably over-sanguine, but their 
confidence is splendid. There are 
others who say that Mr. Vahey will 
not be cujoled nor driven, They be- 
lieve that he ts confronted by a deter- 
mined crowd of political self seekers, 
but that he realizes he has the rank 
and file of the party solidly at his 
back, that he will fight to the last 
diteh, and that then if defeated for 
the nomination he will acquiesce in 
the result as gracefully as he can, 

The. Cost of Living Report 

The state commission to investigate 
and report upon the inereased cost of 
living has performed the task en- 
trusted to it and has made its report 
to the legislature. The commission 
was composed of Republicans, Demo- 
erats and Jabor men, and its conclu- 
were tnanimous In a word, 
it was found that the high cost of liv- 
fine was due almost exclusively to the 
enormous jncrease in the production 
and mintage of gold during the last 
ten or fifteen years, and that the 
trusts, the tariff, and the labor situa- 
tidn were not responsible to any ap- 
preciable extent.” Included in the re- 
port was the opinion of Professor W. 
G. Sumner of Yale, acknowledged to 
have been one of the greatest political 
economists In the world, in which he 
stated that he knew of no cause which 
could produce a world-wide rise in 
prices such as now exists except the 
increase in the production of gold, 
and the supply of gold and currency. 
Professor Sumner, who died less than 
a month ago, was an outspoken free- 
trader, and never lost an opportunity 
to assail the protective tariff. It is 
therefore taken for granted that if he 
had believed the tariff to have been 
responsible even In a slight degree for 
the high of living he would not 
have hesitated to say so. 

The report has not yet been printed, 
but it Is expected that it will appear 
about the first of June. It will con- 
tain eight or nine hundred 
pages, aud should be one of the most 
valuable documents ever printed by 
the commonwealth. So far the legis- 
lature has only provided for an edl- 
tion of nine hundred copies. It is be- 
lieved, however, that an effort will be 
made to tmve this number greatly in- 
creased, so that all citizens who are 
{nterested can obtain the Information 
which the commission has prepared 
for them. 

The Income Tax Defeated 

The legiblature has, after a strenu- 
Ous contest; voted against allowing 
congress to impose an income tax upon 
the citizens of Massachusetts (regard- 
less of population). Practically the 
entire quota of Democratic members 
voted in favor of the tax. There was, 
however, an ample margin against the 
measure when it came to a vote in the 
house, and Massachusetts thus set {ts 
seal of disapproval upon this method 
of taxation by the national govern- 
ment. Of the two or three Democrats 
who opposed the measure, Frank H. 
Pope of Leomineter made an espectial- 
ly able argument.

In the second year he 
Wus shot in the left shoulder, and when 
he returned to duty his left hand was 
bent far back by a shortened tendon, 
but he was still able to raise his rifle. 
Barly in the fourth year they got him 
again—n musket ball through the body 

but he was back in the ranks long 
before the fighting was ended, Every 
one wondered at Lem's persistence In 
sticking to the terrible trade of war, 

Dr. Girdner met Lem hobbling down 
the street in Greenville one morning 
in June, 1865, still pale and weak from 
his latest wound, his right leg short 
and wibbly, his left band stiffly bent 
back. 

“Glad to see you alive, Lem,” said 
the doctor. “I suppose you're ghd to 
be lume again?” 

“Waal,” Lem admitted without en- 
thusinsm, “I s’pose | had to git erlong 
bome. Gin'’ral Lee he surrindered us 
down to Appomattox, an’ we all bad 
to go home.”

Thus 
nystagmus is semetimes known as the 
miners’ disease, 

Nystagmus {is an involuntary oscilla- 
tion of the eyeball to and fro or round 
in its orbit. In contradistinction to 
glaucoma, it is a young defect, having 
been noticed tn Infants, but sometimes 
it attacks miners after forty. Miners 
are inclined to attribute the failing to 
the bad light, but it Is more likely to 
be caused by the continual upward 
glance so often necessitated by their 
occupation.—Strand Magazine

Dew as Drinking Water. 

The English administration at Gibral 
tar, where water is very scarce, col- 
lects dew by the following very sim 
ple method; A large pit is dug in the 
earth and covered with dry wood or 


straw, which in turn is covered either 


earth or with sheet iron. The 
straw or wood serves as a heat tn 
sulator and effectually prevents the 
conduction of heat from the ground to 
the layer of earth or the sheet tron 
above. Consequently this earth or 
iron cools after sunset much more rap- 


idly than the ground, so that its tem 


with 


perature soon falls below the dew 
point of the surrounding air; hence 
dew is formed upon the tron or the 


layer of earth in very large quantities 
The water thus obtained is drained off 
into reservoirs and after clarification 
is used for drinking.—Scientific Amer

eath Of A Noted Musical Educator 
And Author, 


Benjamin Cutter, musical educator 
aud author, died in a sudden manner at 
his home at Jamaica Plain on the 
evening of May 10, at the age of 52 
years. His health had not been very 
good for several years past, but his 
sudden end was entirely unexpected 
He is survived by a widow and a 
daughter, Miss Olive Cutter. 

Mr. Cutter was boro in Woburn, 
Sept. 6, 1857, son of Dr. Ephraim 
and Rebecca Smith (Sullivan) Cutter. 
He was educated at Warren Academy, 
Woburn, Mass.; pupil on violin of 
Eichberg (Boston), Singer, (Stutt- 
gart), 1877-81; theoretical studies, 
Emery (Boston) ; Gotschius and Sei: 
friz (Stuttgart) ; was married at Rox- 
bury, Mass , April 18, 1889, to Isabel 
Mason. 

He was teacher of violin, 1882, of 
harmony since 1888, and of harmonic 
analysis since 1898, in New England 
Conservatory of Music, with which in- 
stitution he was actively connected at 
the time of his death. 

He was a member of the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra, under Henschel, 
und Gericke. His published composi- 
tions were Mags in D, Chamber Music 
and Choral Music, religious and secu- 
lar; aod be was author of Exercises ip 
Harmony, 1901; Harmonic Analysis, 
1902; How to Study Kreutzer, 1908. 
He was quite famous for his transla- 
tions of foreign musical works, and has 
left several unpublished manuscripts of 
value. 

Professor Cutter was a persistent 
worker aod had but little time except 
for bis duties in his home and the New 
England Conservatory. His abilities, 
both natural and acquired, were of a 
very high order. Asa writer of text 
books, in the very difficult field which 
he undertook in music, he excelled. 
He had the faculty of putting bis points 
in a very clear manner, either io writ: 
ing or in conversation, and was very 
popular with his very large classes of 
pupils. All knew him to bea genial, 
good and thoroughly honorable man. 

After a reat of a year, granted by the 

Conservatory, in order that ho might 
recover from his impaired physical 
health, he returned to his duties at the 
Conservatory, about three yeare ago, 
acd continued them with his usual 
energy, until the end suddenly came as 
above. 

Simplicity characterized the funeral 
services for Benjamin Cutter at his 
home io Brown Terrace, Jamaica Plain 
last Friday afternoon. Besides many 
family friends, a Jarze number of the 
instructors and pupils from the New 
Eugland Conservatory of Music, with 
which Mr, Cutter had been connected 
for the past twenty-five years, were 
present. The service was conducted 
by Rev. James De Normandie, D. D

A FAMOUS TIMEPIECE. 


The Astronomical Clock at Hampton 
Court Palace. 

The famous astronomical clock at 
[hetipton Gourt palace, near London, 
is the first thiepiete of that character 
erected in England aud was made for 


Henry VIIL, in 1540. According to Er- 
nest Law, the historian of Hampton 
Court pakice, it was the creation of 


Nicholas Cratzer, a German uastrono- 
mer, who visited Englind at the tnvi- 
tation of Cardinal Wolsey, who intro- 
duced hiin to the king, 

It is possible to learn from It the 
hour, the mouth, the day of the month, 
the position of the sup and the number 


of duys since the beginning of the 
year, phases of the moon and its age, 


the hour at which it crosses the merl- 
dian and the time of high water at 
London bridge. The winding of the 
clock occupies half an hour every 
week The weights descend to a depth 
of more than sixty feet. 

Like many other things about the 
palice, it has its legends. It is related 
that when Anne of Denmark, queen of 
James 1,, died in the palace the clock, 
Which was striking 4 at #.. mo 
ment, linmediately stopped. This it ts 
sald to dé whenever any old resident 
in the palnee dies within its precincts, 
aud alleged modern instances of the 
fact are quoted solemnly by the eredu- 
lous.—Argonaut,

ANCIENT BRIDGES. 


Some Built Before the Christian Era 
Still Standing In China. 

Suspension bridges which were built 
in the time of the Hun dynisty (202 
B. C. to 220 A. D.) are still standing, 
Ss riking examples of oriental engineer 
ing skill. According to historical and 
georraphical writers of China, it was 
Shang Lieng, Kaen Tsu’s chief of com. 
mand, who undertook to construct the 
lrst public rouds in the Flowery em 
pire, 

At that time it was almost tmpos- 
sible for the province of Shense to 
communicate with the capital. Lieng 
took an army of 10,000 workmen and 
cut great gorges through the moun- 
tains, filling up the canyons and yal- 
leys with the debris from his excava- 
Uons, At places where deep gorges 
were traversed by large and rapidly 
flowing streams he actually carried 
out his plan of throwing suspension 
bridges, stretching from one slope to 
the other. 

These crossings, appropriately styled 
“flying bridges” by early Chinese writ- 
ers, ure high oud dangerous looking in 
the extreme, At the present day a 
bridge may still be seen In the Shense 
which is 400 feet long and ts stretched 
over a chasm more than 1,000 feet 
deep. Ilow those early engineers 
erected such a structure with the tools 
and appliances at their command is a 
mnystery which will probably never be 
explained 


Birds and Insect Life. 

Men of science are generally agreed 
that birds ure nature's great check on 
the excess of insects and that they 
miintain the balance between plant 
und insect Hfe. Ten thousand ater: 
pillars, it has been estimated, conld 
destroy every blade of grass on an 
area of cullivated land, The insect 
population of a single cherry tree in- 
fested with aphides has been estimat- 
ed by a prominent entomologist ut no 
less than 12,000,000. The bird popula- 
tion of cultivated country districts has 
been estimated at from 700 to 1,000 per 
square mile. This is small compated 
with the number of insects, yet as 
each bird consumes hundreds of tn- 
sects every day the latter are prevent- 
ed from becoming the scourge t) 7 
would be but for their feathered ene- 
mies,—Harper's Weekly.

THE TELESCOPE. 


Rude Instrument the First 
Used In Astronomy. 

The first telescope was pointed to 
ward the sky on Jun, 7, 1610, when 
Galilel first tried his rude instrument 
and was rewarded by discovering sume 
of the moons of Jupiter. No great 
magnifying power was needed for this, 
as at least one of the moons Is large 
enough to be seen by the naked eye 
did not the nearness of the brilliant 
planet prevent this. Lenses bad been 
known for a long tine and were at 
that time fn common use by near 
sighted persons. 

The name of the real discoverer of 
the telescope seeins to be unknown, 
but the accepted story now Is that 
two young sons of a Middebury op 
Ucilan named Lippersley some time 
between 1605 and 1608, while playing 
with some lenses, happened to bold 
two of them at a distance from each 
other and were surprised and delight- 
ed to find that the wenther vane on a 


nelghboring tower seemed to come 
near them when looked at through the 
two lenses. In April, 1609, a little 


telescope made tn Holland was offered 
for sale In Parts. 

The next month Gulilel, then a pro 
fessor in the university at ladua, 
heard of this Instrument and realized 
at once {ts Importance In the study of 


astronomy rom the description of 
the Dutch instrument he had one 
made at once, and In August he as 


tounded the people of Venice by show 
ing them from the top of the caw 
panile persons entering the doors of 
the church at Murano, ‘This spyglass 
was less than two Inches tn diameter 
and magnified three times. [rom this 
crude iustrument of Gallilel to the 
monster telescopes forty Inches In 
diameter of the present day Is the de 
velopment of only three centuries.— 
Argonaut.

Well Planned 
Escape 


Liberty Came te One Whom the 
Law imprisoned

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It fs said of men who make enor- 
mous fortunes by wrecking large prop- 
erties that they always have a lawyer 
at their elbows to advise them that 
they shall keep within the Iaw. It

THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, Matt. xiv, 1-12. 
Memory Verses, 10-12—Golden Text, 
Prov. xvi, 32—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns, 


For the present we are asked by the 
committee to pasa by the wonderful 
thirteenth chapter—why, I know not- 
but we will return to It in a few 
weeks and have three lessons In It 
Although this lesson today gives an 
aecount of the behending of John the 
Baptist, the sad event evidently took 
place some time previous. But now, 
Herod hearing of the fame of Jesus, 
his guilty conscience tells him that it 
{s John whom he had murdered. He 
was perplexed because some said that 
John was risen from the dead, some 
sald that Elijah had appeared and 
others that one of the old prophets 
was risen again. Herod suid, “Who ts 
this of whom I hear such things?” And 
he desired to see Him (Luke ix, 7-9). 
Herod’s question, “Who ts this?” ta 
an all important one. See also Luke 
Vv, 21; vil, 40; Matt. xxl, 10; Isa. Lxifll, 
1; Jer, xxx, 21, where the question is 
in connection with the forgiveness of 
sins, the son of David, the Messiah 
and the One who Is to judge the na- 
tions. As our Lord put it to Simon 
Peter, “Whom say ye that I am?” 
(Matt. xvi, 15.) It should take hold 
of each one of us, and unless we can 
from the heart reply os Peter did it 
will be bad for us. “What is Jesus 
Christ to me?” is the great question. 

In a previous lesson we saw mes- 
sengers coming to Jesus from John in 
the prison, but now we have the ac- 
count of his imprisonment and execu- 
tion. Herod feared John, knowing 
him to be a just and holy man, and 
he heard him gladiy and did many 
things. But Herod had taken his 
brother Philip’s wife and was living 
with her, and John had told bim that 
it was not lawful. Therefore Herodias 
had a quarrel (margin, Inward grudge) 
against John and would have killed 
him, but she could not. But Herod 
had imprisoned John for Herodias’ 
sake (Mark vi, 17-20). For some idea 
of what a wicked, unscrupulous wo- 
man can do see I Kings xxi, 7-15, and 
II Kings xi, 1, and consider that Baby- 
lon, which is said to be guilty of the 
blood of all that were slain upon the 
earth, !s compared to a woman ar- 
rayed in purple and scarlet and decked 
with gold and precious stones and 
pearls (Rev. xvii, 4; xvill, 24). The 
life of John in prison must have been 
a sad and lonely one indeed were it 
not that he had access to God, with 
whom he had spent s0 many years in 
the wilderness. No prison walls can 
shut out God or the angels, and an 
eternity of glory will more than com- 
pensate for the greatest sufferings of 
the saints on earth (Rom. viii, 18). 

Birthday parties should be happy oc- 
casions and innocent affairs, but this 
one of our lesson was one of the worst 
on record. It was a great affair, be- 
ing a supper made by Herod for his 
lords, high captains and chief estates 
of Galilee. On this occasion the 
daughter of the wicked Herodias 
danced so acceptably to Herod and 
them that sat with him that Herod 
promised with an oath to give her 
whatsoever #™%e would ask. Accord- 
Ing to Mark (verse 23), “He sware 
unto her, Whatsoever thou shalt ask 
of me I will give it thee, unto the 
half of my kingdom.” What an out- 
come of a drunken revel and a dance! 
The result of dancing in our times, 
so often accompanied by drink If not 
by drunkenness, has never been fully 
written, but enough has been written 
to lead thoughtful people to renounce 
the whole thing and especially the 
fashionable dancing school. If you 
care to know, write Dr. Sylvanus Stall 
ef Philadelphia for further i{nforma- 
tlon. If the church had a tithe of 
the zeal of the devil to lead souls 
astray, how many might by the church 
be pointed to Him who Is able to save 
from going down to the pit! But 
where {s the zeal referred to in the 
words, “The zeal of thine house hath 
eaten me up” (John if, 17; Ps. Ixix, 9). 

The girl went forth and said to her 
mother, “What shall I ask?" And, be- 
ing instructed by her mother, she ask- 
ed for the head of John the Baptist. 
Quickly it is brought to her, and she 
carried it to her mother. Did ever a 
daughter carry or a mother receive 
so grewsome a gift? Yet this is in 
our day made into a play to entertain 
thoughtless people. The murder of 
John meant {n due time the murder of 
Jesus, and the world lying In the 
wicked one seeks and applauds this 
kind of entertainment. It is written 
that the king was sorry, but the sor 
row that does not lead to doing right 
amounts to nothing, and I fear that 
he bas been sorry ever since and will 
be forever. According to Phil. 1, 21, 
23, it was a galn to John, a very far 
better, for he has been well and hap- 
py ever since, His disciples took up 
the body and buried {t, but they did 
not bury John. We never bury peo 
ple, but only the bodies tn which they 
lived awhile. There shall be a resur- 
rection of all dead bodies, those of 
the just and the unjust, but there 
shall be an Interval of 1,000 years be 
tween (Luke xiv, 14; xx, 85; Acts xxiv, 
15; Rev. xx, 5). The disciples of John 
went and told Jesus. That ts the 
thing to do always and about every 
thing, and then we shall know the 
peace of God which passeth all under- 
standing (Phil. iv, 6, 7. Then also 
shall we know what it means to be 
guided in all things by Him (Prov. 
iii, 5, 8).

OUR FIRST MINT, 


Bome of ite Curioue Old Rulee and 
Regulations. 

The fret United States mint at Phil 
Adelphia was naturally a very unpre. 
teftious affair, The material for cotn- 
age was secured from abroad, There 
wan found much difficulty to get any 
one of expyglence to operate the coin- 
age, and the salary list of the first 
mint employees was: David Ritten- 
house, director, $2,000 per annum; 
Tristram Dalton, treasurer, $1,200; 
Henry Voight, cotner, $1,600; Isaac 
Hugh, clerk, $312. 

The regular coinage of copper began 
in 1708, silver in 1704 and gold in 1795 
The followlIng curious extracts are 
taken from the mint rules and regula- 
tions of the early days: 

“The allowance under the name of 
drink money {fs hereafter to be discon- 
tinued. 

“The operations of the mint through- 
out the year ate to commence at 5 
o'clock In the morning, 

“Christmas Gay and the Fourth of 
July—and no other days—aro estab- 
lished holidays at the mint. 

“He (watchman) will keep in a prop- 
er arm chest, securely locked, a mus- 
ket and bayonet, two pistols and a 
sword. 

“The watchman must attend from 6 
o'clock in the evening to 6 o'clock fn 
th. morning, must ring the yard bell 
every hour and send the watchdog 
through the yard immediately after 
ringing the bell.” 

Besides the Philadelphia mint, which 
{s now established in palatial quarters 
At Seventeenth and Spring Garden 
streets, there are mints at San Fran- 
clsco, Denver and New Orleans and an 
assay office at Carson City. 


OLD LONDON BRIDGE. 


It Linked the Twelfth Century With 
the Eighteenth. 

For centuries old London bridge, 
with its double row of houses, was the 
home of generations who lived and 
traded over the Thames waters, 

Holbein lived and painted there. Os. 
borne, the prentice lad, leaped through 
a window tn the house of his master, 
Sir William Hewet, to the rescue of 
Sir William's daughter, who had fallen 
into the swollen flood of the river be- 
low, and by winning ber for his wife 
laid the foundation of the ducal house 
of Leeds. Crispin Tucker had his shop 
on the bridge, to which Pope and 
Swift and many another author of 
fame made pllgrimages to purchase 
books and gossip with the waggish 
shopkeeper. Crocker'’s Dictionary was 
printed “at the Looking Glass on Lon- 
don bridge,” and gigantic corn mills 
dominated the south end of the struc- 
ture, not many yards from the wonder. 
ful Nonsuch House, a huge wooden 
pile with turrets and cupolas brought 
from Holland. 

Such in brief outline was the London 
bridge which inked the twelfth with 
the eighteenth century and which 
when it was on its last tottering legs 
was removed to give place to Its fine 
successor of our day, the stone in 
which is said to be “nearly double 
that employed {In bullding St. Paul's 
cathedral.”—Montreal Standard.

Frederick the Great was so impo- 
litely unpatriotic as to declare that he 
would rather hear the nelghing of a 
horse than the singing of a German 
prima donna.

Had he lived until June 10, next, 
Rev. Sherman M. Burton would have 
reached tho age of 98 years, having 
been born on June 10, 1812, but the 
Master called for him and the call was 
nxoswered last Saturday night, May 
21, 1910, when he peacefully passed 
away at the Choate Hospital io this 
city, from whence his spirit took its 
fligbt to the Better Land. 

Sherman M.~ Burton was born at 
Pinckney, N. Y., wt the beginning of 
the ‘War of 1812,” declared by Amer- 
ica against Great Britain in the Ad- 
ministration of James Madison, the 
fourth President of the United States, 
which tacts furnish some idea of the 
many years he had lived. After fin 
ishing his theological studies at the 
Western Reserve College in Ohio he 
was ordained a preacher in the Con- 
gregational denomination and imme- 
diately after accepted a call and be- 
came pastor of achurch in an Ohio 
town. In after years he filled the 
same sacred office and continued to 
break the Bread of Life in var- 
ious sections of the West until ad- 
vavcing years and the infirmities of old 
age compelled him to retire and give 
up active work in the ministerial fleld. 

Rev. Mr. Burton came to Woburn 
about 12 years ago, and during that 
period has lived a quiet, unobtrusive, 
contented life with Mr. and Mrs. Dao 
iel N. Hood, the latter being his 


daughter, and only near surviving rel- 
ative. 

The funeral was held at 23 Pleasant 
street ov Tuesday afternoon. It was 
superintended by undertakers B. A & 
C. E Tripp, and Rey. Dr. Norton 
conducted the religious exercices. The 
burial vas at Lynofield.

living, composed both of Republicans 
and Democrats, has reported unant- 


mously that the tariff is not respon- 
sible for present high prices, but 
nevertheless {t looks as If there would 
be an attempt to make the people of 
Massachusetts belleve that this ts not 
80, for leading Democrats say that 
they propose to discuss the tariff In 
every corner of the commonwealth. 

There has been a good deal of erit- 
lcism of the woolen schedule in the 
Payne tariff act. It has come to a 
lurge exten’ from the West, where the 
people are like some persons in Ne’ 
England, and desire protection on the 
things they have to sell, but free trade 
in what they are compelled to pur: 
chase. 

Mr. Winthrop L. Marvin of Boston, 
secretary of the National Associa- 
tion of Woolen Manufacturers, 
and for several years editor of the 
Boston Journal, has given this paper 
fan interview which clears up many 
misunderstandings {In regard to the 
woolen schedule. In it he states: 

An /#ttack on Massachusetts 

tt js well to remember that an at- 
tack on schedule K, the wool and 
woolen schedule of the tariff, is dis- 
tinctively an attack upon the pros- 
perity of Massachusetts, for this 
state Is the chief centre of wool 
manufacturing in *America. Nearly 
one-third of all the woolen cloths 
dress goods made in the entire coun- 
try are made in Massachusetts mills 
by Massachusetts wage-earners. 
Pennsylvania, the next state, Is far 
below us in the value of its woolen 
product, and Massachusetts has thi 
times as'much at stake in thls Import- 
ant textile manufacture as the great 
state of New York. 

“If the foreign and domestic ene- 
mies of schedule K were to succeed In 
their onslaught upon the protective 
tariff, Massachusetts would suffer a 
more terribie joss than all the rest ot! 
the country combined, because our 
mills are largely engaged in the high- 
er forms of manufacture where the 
protectiqn which the tariff tc 
American eapital and labor Is most in 
Aispensable. A quarter of a million 
of our people are dependent in a 
greater or less degree on the welfare 
of this industry, Yet, so bigoted and 
blind a thing sometimes ts political 
partisanship that a great many of ou 
politicians and a considerable part o! 
our newspapers are recklessly joining 
in the outery of hostile Interests 
against the protection that gives Mas 
gachusetts this business and our 
wage-earners their Hvelihood 

No Duties Were Increased 

“The impression which the 
press, or a part of it, has been pro- 
moting, that the new Aldrich-Payne 
tariff increased the duties on woolen 
goods and thereby caused an increase 
in the priees of such fabrics, ts un- 
qualifiedly false, The manufacturers 
did not ask for a single inerenss 
duty, and none was made. ‘The only 
changes from the Dingley law ure re- 
ductions of duty on tops, yarns and 

goods, Last year, while the 
tariff was being framed {to eon 
advances were made in price 
of certain kinds of cloth apd dross 
goods; but the reason for these 
not any increased rate of duty, 
considerable advance in the gost of the 
wool out of which the fabrics were 
manufactured. 

“Thus, staple fine to fine madium 
territorlal wool, which had sold In 
October, 1908, for 60 cents a pound, 
scoured, had advanced in October, 
1909, to 75 to 78 cents a pound, There 
had been no increase tn the wool 
duty; that had remained exactly the 
same. Hut the country had recovered 
from the financial panie of 1907-1908, 
there was a general resumption of 
confidence, a quickening of indus 
trial activity.

CHEST NOTES. 


Varying Sounds That May Be Heard 
Through the Stethoscope. 

The doctor bears some curious nolses 
when he places the stethoscope against 
your chest. When the lungs are in a 
healthy condition the medical gentle- 
man hears a pleasant, breezy sound, 
soft in tone, as you draw in the breath 
and expel it. Should the Instrument 
convey to his ear a gurgling or bub 
bling sound he makes a mental note of 
the fact that you are in what ts known 
as the moist stage of bronchitis. In 
the dry stage of the same complaint 
the sound Is a whistling, wheezy one. 

One of the signs of pneumonia is the 
crackling note that comes through the 
stethoscope. It is not unlike the sound 
that can be heard when your finger 
and thumb bave touched a sticky sub- 
stance and you first place them to- 
gether and then part them, holding 
them close to your ear. 

Doctors occasionally hear a dripping 
sound, itnd that indicates that air and 
water have got into some part of the 
chest where they bave no right to be. 
Blow across a bottle, and you will pro- 
duce a sound which fs actually to be 
heard in your chest. It 1s caused in 
the same way—that is, by air passing 
over a cavity.

"ATTACKED BY SHARKS

Molten Rock That Bores Upward 
Through the Earth's Crust. 

Batholite is a term tnvented by the 
rreat German geologist Eduard Suess 
‘o describe the gigantic 
toolten rock which, aceordin 
bore thelr way upward through 
crust of the earth from the “eternal 
depths” below, cutting through the 
strata and folds of the mountains very 
much as a white bot soldering tron 
may be thrust through a plank, burn- 
ing its way across the gran of the 
wood as if It were cheese, 

These batholites lurk deep in the 
earth, where the temperature is thou 
sands of degrees, and gradually melt 
their way to the surface above them 
Generally they Issue in the form of 
tremeudous domes of hot rock, tower

giving birth to volcanoes. When a 
reach the surface {ts 
in a network of fissures, 
out and a whole group of 
appears at that point. 

Suess has recognized the remains of 
many cooled batholites on various 
parts of the earth's surface, und he 
says that the consolidated crust of the 
earth, even at the present day, nay 
be exposed to these mighty intrusions 
from below. The batholites bring up 
with them many metals from the tn 
terior of the planet, and rieh mines 
are often opened In the dikes that are 
thus formed 

Suess describes the rock about Boul 
der, Colo, a8 an anelent batholite, 
Which covers 6,000 square kilometers 
of surface. But there are others sull 
more prodigious In extent. 

Sometimes they have been worn 
down nearly to the general level, but 
near Wikhorn the old batholite yet 
towers up to an elevation of 0,000 feet 
above the sea, The dinmond dikes of 
South Africu have thus been thrust up 
from the profound depths of the earth,

SWISS DIVORCE CASES. 


The Court Always Tries to Settle 
Them by Reconciliation. 

In one {important respect the Swiss 
surpass other nations tn the manage 
ment of thelr cases, says an 
English correspondent, 

In every town there fs a kind of off 
celal paper known as the leuille d’Avis, 
in which one may read dally the fol- 
lowing announcement: 

“M, and Mme. X., who are In In- 
stance of divorce, are requested to ap- 
pear privately before the Judge, alone 
or with their lawyers, 10 order to 
come to a reconciliation If possible.” 

Before the beginning of every dl- 
yvorce case in Switzerland thls notice 
Is published and sent out to the Inter 
ested ‘parties, leaving the couple, of 
course, free to attend before the judge 
or not, as they wish. Often the couple 
meet 

Although there are no statistics pub 
lished on the subject, I am told by a 
lending lawyer in Geneva whose spe 
clalty is divorce cases that at least 380 
ceut of divorcee cases—"much to 
loss unfortunately,” the Jawyer 
added, with a smile—are settled by 
the paternal advice of the judge at 
these meetings out of court.

FOR FOSS? 


Trend Among the Leaders Seems 
to Be That Way 


THE EIGHT-HOUR BILL VETO 


Reciprocity as Viewed by the Cana- 
dians Themselves—Say They Will 
Not Take the Initiative—Defeat of 
the Fines Bill 


There seems to be apparent a great- 
@r sentiment today among Democrats 
tn favor of nominating Congressman 
dugene N. Foss for governor than at 
Any previous time. The conviction 
seems to be growing In the Democrat- 
fe party that if the state can be won 
this fall it must be carried on the tar- 
{ff issue alone. 

The Democratic leaders seem te 
feel that Mr. Foss embodies In his 
personality the tariff issue to a great- 
er extent than anybody else In the 
party and that while ex-Senator 
James H. Vahey has made a_ toler: 
ably successful run during the last 
two years, he cannot compare as 4 
vote-getting candidate with Mr. Foss. 

It is this feeling which careful ob- 
servers belleve will result In the nom. 
{nation of Mr. toss to lead the cam- 
paign in the state next November, h 
must be admitted that the friends o1 
Mr. Vahey are very much = grieveo 
over the trend of events. Some 0) 
them insist that the Watertown mat 
must be nominated if the party hopes 
to be successful in its canvass. They 
feel that he is being thrust aside tc 
Bive place to a man in their opinion 
no stronger and in some respects no) 
as likely to win as Mr. Vahey. 

It is quite within the limits of pos: 
sibility that before the Democratic 
Btate convention registers {ts choice 
there will be a very stiff fight put uy 
by the Vahey contingent and _ thal 
there will be some pretty plain speak 
ing as to the actual causes’ whict 
would seem to impel the Demécratic 
party to discard Mr. Vahey. 

Canadians on Reciprocity Issue 

The banquet held by the Inter 
colonial club in’ Boston last week, 
brought out some live facts regarding 
further reciprocity with Canada. The 
treaty lately negotiated under the 
Payne-Aldrich bill does not go as fat 
as many would like, but {it seems tc 
be a question whether Canada hersel: 
desires anything further. The domIn- 
fon is evidently not In a state of mino 
over her relations with the Unites 
States, and if there is to be any re- 
ciprocity beyond what now exists it fs 
Apparent that this country will be 
asked to concede fully as much as shi 
gains by the bargain. 

There were three eminent Cana 
dians present at this dinner: Premiei 
J. Douglas Hazen of New Brunswick, 
former Premier A. B. Warburton ol 
Prince Edward Island, and Hon. Al 
fred B. Moraine, former minister ol 
finance and attorney general of New 
foundland, They are of sufficien 
prominence to know the sentiment o 
the dominion and probably expressec 
{t correctly, when they all said prac: 
tieally the same thing, that is: thal 
Canada had outgrown her swaddling 
clothes; that the time had  passe¢ 
when the markets of the United States 
were necessary to her prosperity; tha’ 
the recently discovered wealth of min 
erals and water power, and her grow 
ing supremacy In the production o 
food staples, as well as the possessior 
of the last great lumber supply of the 
world, had given her a feeling of in 
dependenge, expressed in the deter- 
mination shown in every province, 
that a general reciprocity treuty be- 
tween Canada and the United State 
could only be possibe when the over: 
tures came from the latter, and tha’ 
Canada will then negotiate such . 
treaty only upon terms which shall be 
pleasing to her. 

Asa matter of fact the Unite. 
States has already made several suct 
overtures to Canada, but has general- 
ly found that the latter was unwilling 
to concede enough to make the trade 
a profitable one for us. Presiden 
Taft is stiil trying to make a treat; 
with Canada. 

There was a large number of lead: 
ing Democrats present at that ban- 
quet, {ncluding Henry M. Whitney 0 
Brookline, former Senator James H, 
Vahey of Watertown, Mayor J, F 
Fitzgerald of Boston, Charles S. Ham 
lin of Mattapoisett, former Mayo) 
Josiah Quincy of Boston, and Freder- 
ick J. McLeod, chairman of the Dem. 
ocratic state committee. 

The opinions expressed by the dis- 
tinguished guests were evidently no) 
at all pleasing to any of these men, 
Reciprocity as a campaign issue got 4 
pretty severe blow from these Cana- 
dians. 

Veto of Eight-Hour Bill 

The eight-hour bill, applying solely 
to the employes of the state, cities 
and towns, which was vetoed by the 
governor last year, has again been 
enacted by the legislature and once 
more vetoed. This measure is an 
amendment to the already existing 
elght-hour bill for this class of em- 
ployes. 

The bill is exactly the same as the 
measure of last year, and many times 
upon the stump In the campaign ot 
1909 Governor Draper declared his 
purpose, if re-elected, of again veto- 
ing such a bill if it came to him. The 
Benate and house both passed the 
measure, evidently wishing to dodge 
responsibility, and being perfectly 
willing to put the matter up to the 
Bovernor, kuowing that he was 
pledged to veto It. 

In his veto message the governoi 
raises against the bill practically the 
same objections which he found to it 
last year, One of these was section 
6, providing that at any trial arising 
under the provisions of the act, evi- 
dence that laborers, workmen o1 
mechanics have worked or were work- 
ing over eight hours on any one calen- 
dar day should be prima facile eyi- 
dence of a violation of the provisions 
of the act-—a provision not to be found 
{n any existing law. 

He held it to be a principle of 
criminal law that a defendant have 
the benefit of a presumption of inno- 
cence until proved guilty, while under 
this act he would be compelled to 
prove himself innocent. ‘The vetoing 
of this measure undoubtedly meang 
that the governor will have to meet 
during the coming campaign the same 
strenuous Oppositian from the Ameri- 


can Federation of Labor he bas euo- 


cessmiy met during all the years he 
has been a candidate, 

It Is doubtful if the lavor men them 
selves have very much hope of being 
able to defeat him, although {t ts 
freely stated that this bill was again 
put forward for the express purpose ot 
fiving the American Federation of 
Labor an opportunity to make an ta- 
sue against the governor. Ags ts well 
known, the Knights of Labor regard 
the measure as extremely radical and 
the leaders of the organization last 
year stoutly defended the attitude ol 
the governor. The fact that the gov- 
ernor waa able to carry the state tn 
1908 against A. F. WL. opposition 
shows very clearly that a very large 
element among the wage earners and 
even In the American Federation ot 
Labor do not take the matter ag sert- 
ously as the labor leaders would like 
to have them, and that he must have 
received the votes of a very large 
number of union men, 

Labor Union Fines Defeated 

The legislature has defeated the 
fines bill, through the instrumentality 
of which the trades unions asked the 
right to enforce strikes through the 
{imposition of fines upon its members 
who continued to work after a strike 
had been declared or returned to work 
pending a settlement. Strange ag it 
may seem, the senate had already ad- 
vanced the measure to engrossment 
and then passed It on to the house. It 
was a pretty sharp fight in the lower 
branch and its opponents had a 
strenuous time in defeating it. A 
change of seven votes would have 
passed the measure In the house. 

The bill has been before the legis- 
lature for a number of years and has 
been supported by a good many ot 
the labor organizations, although a 
good many laborers are opposed to Its 
provisions.

The lecturer 
sald that the three marks on the back 
of a glove correspond to the fourchette 
pleces between the fingers, und in old- 
en duys these pleces were continued 
along the back of the hand, braid be- 
Ing used to conceal the seams, A 
somewhat similar origin was assign 
ed to the ornamental clock on the 
stocking. Inu the days when stockings 
were made of cloth the seams came 
where the clocks do now, the orna- 
mentation then being used to hide the 
seams. The useless little bow in the 
leather band lining a man’s hat is a 
survival of the time when a hat was 
made by taking a plece of leather, bor- 
ing two boles through it and drawing 
it up with a piece of string. 


Fashions In Borneo,

Birds’ Eggs. 

Ostriches lay the largest eggs of all 
birds now extant, according to a writ- 
er in the Scientific American, but the 
ostrich’s egg would have appeared 
small beside ‘that extinct Madagascar 
bird, the epyornis, which measured 
nore than thirty inches in its small- 
est circumference, The smallest birds’ 
eggs are those of the minute species of 
humming birds, which are smaller 
than the eggs of certain kinds of trop- 
ical beetles. But the cuckoo lays the 
relatively smallest egg—that is to say, 
while the jackdaw and the cuckoo are 
about equal in size, the former's egg is 
five or six times larger than the lat- 
ter’s, The fact that the cuckoo is 
wont to deposit its eggs in the nests 
of birds which are usually much small- 
er than itself doubtless accounts for 
this. The relatively largest egg is laid 
by the kiwi, a strange, wingless New 
Zealand bird. The egg is no less than 
five Inches long, although the extreme 
length of the bird itself is only twen- 
ty-seven inches,

Cause of Twilight. 

Twilight is a phenomenon caused by 
atmospheric refraction, When tbe sun 
gets below the horizon we ure not Im- 
mediately plunged Into the darkness of 
hight, Although the sun is below our 
horizon, rays of solar light are bent or 
refracted by the terrestrial atmosphere 
and continue to furnish some slight 
illumination, The process continues 
with diminishing intensity until the 
sup is so far below the horizon that 
the refracting power of the atmos: 
phere is no longer able to bend the 
rays enough to produce q yisible ef. 
fect. The time after sunset that the 
sun reaches such a position varies with 
the latitude of the place. There is less 
twilight at the tropic zone than at the 
temperate or frigid zone. This is due 
to less time taken by the sun's rays to 
pass through the atmosphere, at the 
tropic zone the sun’s rays being per- 
pendicular and at the temperate and 
frigid zones oblique.—New York Amer- 
fean, 


With a Grain of Salt. 

The earllest record of the saying 
“witha grain of salt’ dates back to the 
year 63 B. C., when the great Pompey 
entered the palace of Mithridates and 
discovered among his private papers 
the description of an antidote against 
poisons of all sorts, which was com- 
posed of pounded herbs. These, ac- 
cording to the recipe, were to be taken 
with a grain of salt. Whether this 
Was meant seriously or as a warning 
sarcasm is not known, but thenceforth 
it became the custom to say that 
doubiful preparations should be taken 
with a grain of salt.

It is thus 
easy to see how the saying “cum 
urano salis” could have come to mean 
the necessity of accepting doubtful or 
suspicious statements “with a grain of 
salt.” 


Molokai and the Lepers. 

The general idea of the leper settle- 
ment on the ‘sland of Molokal ts 
wrong, says a writer in Harpers 
Weekly. Instead of the entire island 
being used for the leper colony the set- 
tlement comprises only eight square 
miles out of a total area of 261 square 
miles. It occupies a tongue of land on 
the northern side of Molokai. The 
north, east and west shores of this 
tiny spit are washed by the Pacific, 
while on the south side rise precipitous 
cliffs of from 1,800 to 4,000 feet, which 
make the fsolation seem even more 
hopeless than the beautiful deep blue 
waters of the sea ever could. The 
most difficult and dangerous trail, con- 
Stuntly manned by government guards, 
foils escape, if it were ever contem- 
plated, by the land side.

Whe Picturesque Old Structure on the 
Banke of the Thames, 

The Tower of London is one of the 
most picturesque places in all Kng 
land. It is located on the north bank 
of the Thanws and just east of the 
business disteict of London. It occu 
pies about twelve acres and is sur 
rounded by # broad and shallow mont 
In feudal days it was one of the 
strongest fortresses in the country and 
was deemed impregnable. It is now 
& gvvVeriment storehouse and armory 
and, above all, one of the sights of 
London, 

The moat, which, with the battle 
Ment and towers, makes the stone 
structure such a hoary antiquity, 19 
bordered within by a lofty castellated 
wall, At frequent intervals of this 
part of the structure there are massive 
flanking towers, 

Within this wall 
similar construction, but of greater 
height. Here are the various barracks 
and armories. In the center of all is 
the lofty keep or donjon known as 
the White tower, This was erected 
in the days of William the Conquerot 
and contains one of the most charm 
ing little chapels of Norman design 
which have remained till the present 
day. 

The White tower was the court of 
the Plantagenet kings. In the north. 
west corner is St. Peter's chape!, now 
the garrison church. In another part 
is the jewel office, containing crown 
Jewels of enormous value. One set 
which you see in the center of a case 
is said alone to be worth about $15,- 
000,000, 

Nearby is the horse armory, contain. 
ing a truly wonderful collection of an- 
clent and mediaeval arms and armor. 
In the court just beyond is a slab 
marking the spot where Anne Boleyn, 
wife of Henry VIIL, was beheaded. 
Similar fates befell many other fa- 
mous personages in English history 
within the great walls of the Tower 
of London.—Boston Herald. 


NIPPED THE REVOLT. 


Dramatic Manner In Which Zelaya 
Caged the Conspirators, 

Zelaya, the extraordinary man who 
for sixteen years retained the presi- 
dency of Nicaragua, only to lose it be- 
cause he went too far in offending the 
government of the United States, was 
never satisfied unless he performed his 
coups d'etats in the most dramatic 
fashion possible. This story the New 
York Sun tells of him: 

His spies once brought him informa- 
tion that a revolution was being plan- 
ned by several of his army officers, 
They were to meet on a certaln even- 
ing at the house of one of the conspir- 
ators to arrange the final details. 
While they were eagerly discussing the 
best way to seize the president the 
door opened and in walked Zelaya 
himself,

in to share the fun, Quite a distin- 
guished gathering. You are discussing 
military matters, no doubt.” 

He went on, chatting affably for a 
half hour, while his enemies were torn 
with fear and suspense. Did Le know 
of the plot? Most of them thought he 
did and wordered whether they had 
better not put a bullet in him at once. 
But he was so cordial, so thoroughly 
at ease, that they hesitated. 

Presently he rose, poured out some 
wine and raised his glass. 

“A toast, gentlemen,” he said. 
“Here's long life to the president of 
Nicaragua and confusion to all tral- 
tors!" 

As he spoke he hurled the glass 
against the window, where it smashed 
in pieces with a crash. The door flew 
open, and thirty or forty soldiers, who 
had been waiting outside for the sig- 
nal, rushed in. All the plotters were 
convicted, but the president dealt 
leniently with them, Some were im- 
prisoned and some exiled, but none 
was shot.

TAFT ONE AHEAD. 

A short time ago the Presidents 
of 24 Western Trunk Railroads 
determined to make a material ad- 
vance in freight rates and issued 
orders to that effect. 

This agreement was in violation 
of the Sherman law, the Govern- 
ment claimed, and President Tatt 
ordered that actions should be 
brought against the Ruilroads, in 
which injunctions were granted 
by the Court restraining the Com- 
panies from executing their move 
for higher rates. 

This bronght them to their bear- 
ings, and last Monday, June 6, 
after x conference lasting four 
hours, President Taft and the rep. 
resentatives of twentyfour en- 
jvined Western Railroads rvached 
an agreement whereby the govern- 
ment is to withdraw its rate in- 
crease injunction suits against 
these Roads, and the roads, pend- 
ing the passage of the new rail- 
roud law, agree to withdraw the 
tariffs recently filed with the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission. 

And yet some people say that 
President Taft has no backbone. 
The Western Railroad Presidents 
know better now.

On June 14, 1777, or 136 years 
ago next Tuesday, the present 
American Flag, with its 13 Stars 
A hay ate, the 18 original States, 
wis adopted by Congress as our 
National Emblem. seach State, 
since then, has been admitted to 
tho Union a star has been added 
to the Flag.

Ross at her home on Arch street 
in the City of Philndelphia, and 
wis approved by George Wash- 
ington and other high National 
oflicials, This is history, although 
afew critics have doubted its 
truthfulness. 

It is expected that every Flag 
in Wobnrn will be seen floating in 
the breeze next Tuesday.

“Although he had outlived the allotted 
term of human existence and finished 
his work here, the decease of Mr. An 
drew 8. Brooks is sincerely and widely 
lamented in this community, for Wo- 
burn had been his bome 60 years, and 
no person was better known, or more 
highly esteemed, than he. 

Audrew B. Brooks was born in Lin- 
coln, (Mass.) on May 80, 1830, and, 
after two years spent in Lexington, 
came to Woburn in 1850, and died at 
his bone, 80 Mishawum Road, last 
Saturday, June 4, 1910, from a par- 
alytic shock received two years previ- 
ously.

Republicans Oo Not Expect 
Any More Than That 


FITZGERALD ON MR, LODGE 


Mayor Very Much Disturbed at Acts 
of Civil 
look For Business Not Improving 


Service Commission—Out- 


It looked at one time as If the poor 
health of Henry B&. Turner of Malden 
would probably necessitate the noml- 
nation of a new man for state auditor, 
Mr. Turner has now returned to his 
duties after a considerable period 
spent in the south and is at his office 
every day. He is very much improved 
in health and will be a candidate for 
re-election this fall. Several other 
names have been mentioned in con- 
nection with the nomination, among 
them that of Representative Albert P, 
Lanetry of Springfleld. Mr. Langtry, 
however, is sald to have assured Mr. 
Turner that if the latter wishes to re- 
tain the position, he will not himself 
be a candidate, 

There will, however, be one vacan- 
cy to fill on the state ticket,that of a 
nominee for attorney general, as Hon. 
Dana Malone, who now occupies the 
position, has announced his intention 
of retiring at the expiration of his 
present term, The position of attor- 
ney general {is one of the highest to 
which a lawyer may aspire in the line 
of his profession, and is usually a 
coveted prize, So far two have an- 
nounced their intention to be candi- 
dates—Distriet Attorney James M. 
Swift of the southern district, and 
District Attorney W. Scott Peters ot 
the eastern district. Mr. Swift ts an 
aggressive candidate, while Mr. Pet- 
ers js willing to accept the nomination 
{f the people of the state desire it, but 
has said that he will not make any 
break-neck race to secure It. 

Fitzgerald’s Attack on Mr. Lodge 

Republicans have read with consid- 
erable interest Mayor Fitzgerald's re- 
cent utterances in regard to Senator 
Lodge and the possibility of his defeat 
for re-election to the Unjted States 
senate. It is doubtful, however, 
{f his plan for a combination of 
anti-Lodge Republican and Democratic 
members of the legislature will appeal 
to any except Democrats. Party lead- 
ers regard Mr. Lodge as one of the 
very ablest and most powerful men 
who have ever represented the com- 
monwealth in the senate of the Unitea 
States, The number of those in the 
Republican party who do not desire 
his re-election is comparatively small, 
Even these can hardly be pleased at 
the alternative which Mr. Fitzgerald 
presents of electing a Democrat to 
gucceed Mr. Lodge. 

The Civil Service Commission 

It is evident that Mr. Fitzgerald ts 
considerably disturbed because of the 
rejection by the civil service commis- 
sion of some of those whom he has ap- 
pointed for public office in the city ot 
Boston. It has been his fond hope 
that he might secure such changes in 
the Boston charter as would give him 
an absolutely free hand in the ap- 
pointment of men to office in that city. 
Many belleve that he has made ap- 
pointments which he knew would not 
be confirmed, in the hope of creating 
so much feeling against the civil ser 
vice commission as to {induce mem- 
bers of the legislature to amend the 
charter in this respect. He seems to 
many to be bending his energies in 
that direction, and he did not hest- 
tate to try to use to the recent untime- 
ly death of former Mayor Hibbard to 
make political capital against some o) 
his opponents In particular and the 
Republican party in general. Un- 
fortunately his campaign along these 
lines has been taken in good faith by 
some people who ought to know a real 
issue from a sham, It would have 
been well if those people could have 
been reminded of the repeated at- 
tacks which Mr. Fitzgerald made on 
Mayor Hibbard a few short) months 
ago, while he was alive. 

Confidence Begets Good Business 

It has seldom been more apparent 
than it is at the present time that the 
foundation of good business its con- 
fidence. he outlook for the future 
is not as promising along business and 
manufacturing lines as it was a few 


months ago, and it Is probable that 
business and manufacturing will not 
be very brisk until after the state 


and congressional elections in Novem.

CHINESE FANMAKING. 


The Industry Carried on In One Dis- 
trict For Centuries. 

The fanmaking industry in China 
was started centuries ago in the vil- 
lage of Pengshow, at Ampow, about 
three miles from Swatow. It was for- 
merly confined to women in yarious 
households, but for many years past 
every familly in the village bas been 
devoted to the work, all the members 
of the familles being occupied in the 
manufacture, Only the open fan is 
manufactured in this district. 

For the frame the split bamboo is 
repeatedly rived until each piece is 
sulliciently slender and flexible, There 
threadlike pieces of bamboo are ar- 
ranged in « row, attached to each oth. 
er by a thread passed crosswise 
through the middle, ‘This thread ty 
fastened to a semicirenlar strip of 
bamboo, giving the fan its shape, The 
ribs are then slightly heated and bent 


“at the ends ‘The fan has now the 
peculiar and characteristic shell-like 
Shape at the top. Very filmsy silk 


guuze is then pusted on the face and a 
kind of tissue-like paper on the back. 

After the handle is attached the bor- 
der of the fan is black varnished and 
the gauze is coated with a chalk and 
water mixture, The handles are nade 
of bamboo, various kinds of hard 
wood, bone and ivory. The hand paint. 
ing on the fans |s cleverly done, in 
sone instances being works of urt,— 
Rxchange.

At a 
later age the castle passed into the 
possession of Kdmund Tudor, who 
married Margaret Beaufort and _ be- 
came the father of Henry VII. Henry 
was born Earl of Richmond, and he 
bestowed the title upon the magnifi- 
cent palace which when king of Eng- 
fand be built upou the banks of the 
Thames. Thus the Richmond beloved 
of cockneys has a comparatively mod- 
ern origin. The curfew, by the way, 
Is still rung from the tower of Rich- 
mond castle at 6 a, m. and 8 p. m., a 
custom “that has continued ever since 
the time of Willlam the Conqueror,”—

Text of the Lesson, Matt. xv, 21-28,

This chapter begins with a question 
from the Pharisees, “Why do Thy dis 
ciples transgress the tradition ef the 
elders? to which Jesus replied, “Why 
do ye also transgress the command 
ment of God?" Then Ie added, "Ye 
have made the commandment of God 
of none effect by your traditions,” 
quoting from the prophet Isaiah econ- 
cerning those whose worship is only 
from the mouth and lips, while their 
hearts are far from God (Isa, xxix, 13; 
Izek, xxxill, 81). Paul tells us that 
even the wisdom of words (he 
men the wisdom of men’s 
words) may make the cross of Christ 
of none effect (1 Cor, 1, 17), So between 
inere outward form and the wisdom 
of man the gospel would seem to be 
greatly hindered, and yet our Lord is 
not discouraged (Isa, xlil, 4), In a 
lesson which we are soon to lave we 
will hear Tlim say, “Let wheat and 
tares grow together till the harvest,” 
but in verse 13 of this chapter He 
warns us in these words; “Every plant 
which my ITtleavenly Father hath not 
planted shall be rooted up.” Let us 
see to it that we are indeed “trees of 
righteousness, the planting of the 
Lord, that He may be glorified” (Isa, 
Ixi, 3).

She addressed Him as “O Lord, thou 
Son of David,” but as the Son of Da- 
vid she, being a gentile, had no claim 
upon Him, and Ie answered her not 
a word, We must never tolerate a 
thought of any unkindness or even 
lack of consideration on the part of 
Jesus, not even when He addressed 
His own mother as He did in John 
ji, 4.

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‘ HANDCUFFS. 


Various Devices That Have Been Used 
In Fettering Prisoners. 

In Vergil {s to be found the first re- 
eorded instance of the use of hand- 
tufts, for the poet tells us that Proteus 
was thus fettered und rendered pow- 
erless by Aristacus, who apparently 
knew that even the gods themselves 
were not proof against this form of 
persuasion, 

In the fourth century B. C. an army 
of victorious Greeks found several 
chariots full of handcuffs among the 
baggage of the defeated Carthaginians, 
and It is highly probable that the an- 
cleut Egyptians had some contrivance 


of the kind. The word ts derived 
from the Anglo-Saxon “handeop,” 
whence comes evidently the slang 


term “copper.” 

In earliest Saxon days “handcops” 
were used for nobles und “foot cops” 
for kings, but In the fourteenth und 
fifteenth centuries the word ts sup- 
planted by the terns “shack bolt” and 
“swivel manacile,” aud the lustruments 
were a8 cumbersome as the names by 
which they were known. 

Up to the middle of the last century 
there were two kinds of handcuff in 
general use. One, known as the “flexi- 
ble," was very like that which is 
still used; the other kind, called the 
“figure eight,” was used to restrain 
Violent prisoners, It was so fashioned 
that the captive could not move his 
hands and was universally dreaded, 
for the pain caused by a limb immovy- 
ably contined {s almost unbearable. 

A simple but powerful device for se- 
curing prisoners .was the “twister,” 
now abolished owing to the Injuries 
it inflicted. It consisted of a chain 
With handles at each end, The chain 
was put around the wrists, and the 
handles were brought together snd 
twisted until a firm grip was obtained 
The least struggle on the part of the 
captive and the chains bit deep into 
his wrists. Of the same nature, but 
made of wire, Is “la ligote,” while ip 
an emergency whipcord has proved 
perfectly satisfactory, 

The handcuff used in some parts of 
eastern Europe is most primitive, It 
consists of a V shaped piece of metal, 
in which the wrists ure inserted, the 
open ends being then drawn together 
by means of a cross hook, whieb must 
be kept tuut the whole time. ‘he 
most handy form of cuff, which is in 
general use at present, comes from 
America, It Is lighter and much less 
clumsy than the old “tlexible.” 

It 1s no easy matter to clap the 
“bracelets” on a person who is strug: 
gling violently. Inventors should turn 
their attention to the subject, for much 
remains to be done before the fighting 
prisoner can be quickly and strongly 
secured without harm to himself or 
his captor.—London Globe, 


The Tuaregs. 

In his book “Across the Sahara" 
Hans Vischer writes: “On a spot re- 
cently uncovered by the wind I picked 
up blunt arrowheads and knives, Cuar- 
thaginian coins, money lost by Ro- 
mans and Arabs, and fragments of 
beautifully colored marble slabs which 
probably once adorned some Romun 
Villa on the bills.” 

Strange peoples were met in that 
long march across the Sahara—the 
Tuaregs, for Instance, who need not a 
suffragist attack to bring them to their 
senses, for “among the Tuaregs it Is 
the man, the brute, who by all the 
laws of the country has to obey the 
woman, Descent Is traced through 
the mother. Woman shows her proud 
face to all the world, while the man 
goes veiled.”

NOTHING ALARMING. 


It is reported that the Labor 
Unions are organizing to defeat the 
reelection of Governor Draper 
next fall. This was determined 
on at a meeting held in Boston 
last week by the Executive Board 
of the Massachusetts State Branch 
of American Federation of Labor. 
A resolution declaring war on him 
was uuanimously adopted, and a 
vote taken to call a convention of 
representatives of all Central La- 
bor Unions in the State to inaug- 
urate a campaign against His Ex- 
celleney.

Forty Years Old 
Greeley, Col., Jane 10 


Greeley, 
the concrete result of Horace Greeley’s 


advice, “Go West, young man, go 
Weat,” is celebrating the fortieth anni 
versary of its founding today. The 
town, now @ prosperous city of fifteen 
thousand popnlation, eprang from the 
desire of Horace Greeley of the N Y 
Tribune and N. ©. Meeker of New 
York and others to found a temperance 
community in the Weat, which resulted 
in the organization of Union Colony to 
New York in December, 1868. Two 
hundred of the pioneers of 1870 are 
auill residents of Greeley.—Hoston 
Transcript. 

It was near the close of a Sunday 
afternoon early in the month of May, 
1870, that a Union Pacific Railroad 
train from Omaha for Sao 
reached Cheyenne io Wyoming Terri 
tory and landed several scores of Kast: 
ern men, women and children whose 
destination was Greeley in Colorado 
Territory, the fine cily, then in embryo, 
mentioned in the above clipping from 
Boston (Mass ) paper 

These Greely colonists came 
the cotton and woolen mills, shoe fac 
tories, machinveshops, and other me 
chanical establishments of New Eng 
land and York State, and were of the 
right material of which to build a sew 
town, Evidently, they were above the 
average in school acquirements, moral 
standards, iodustrial and economic 
ideals—a company of  clearheaded, 
soundhearted, enterprisiog Yankees, 
who bad started out to make homes in 
the then distant West. 

There left the train, with these emi- 
grants, @ quartet of semisick men from 
Henry Counoty, Illinois, who named 
themselves Gideon's Band because, 
probably, they bore not the slighest 
resemblance to the original company 
having that name, and were on tbeir 
way to the famous medicival aprings of 
Idaho City in the Rocky Mountains 40 
miles weat of Denver, for better health 
The writer of this article is the sole 
surviver of Gideon's Band. 

A railroad io course of building be- 
tween Cheyenne and Denver had been 
graded, bridged, tied and iroved to 
Evans on the Platte River, 50 miles 
south of the former town, and on Mon 
day morning the colonists and Gideon's 
Band boarded a train on this shaky, 
wabbling road for Greeley, or the site 
on which that town was to be built, 
which has, at the end of 40 yeara, be- 
come one of the moat prosperous cities 
in Colorado. 


The colonists were disappointed 


They bad an idea that Greeley was to} 


be built on the banks of the Cache la 
Poudre River, a beautiful stream hay- 
ing its rise in the Rocky Mountains, 
and when the cars failed to balt, but 
proceeded on two miles further to an 
open, treeless, and nearly verdureless 
prairie, the hearts of the men and 
women sank dowo deep within them, 
for Greeley, their new home, was not 
to be where they thought it would be 
located. 

Theu, agaio, the dwellinghouses 
they expected to find all ready for oc- 
cupapey were vot in evid:nce; and 
deep disappointment followed the dis- 
covery, Many of the emigrants were 
obliged to sleep that night on the bare 
ground, on beds of cactus whose spines 
pricked like needles. Gideon’s Band 
gave some of them comfortable lodging 
in their great canvass tent, and fed the 
little ones on the best of canned food 
with which their tent was well supplied 

Toeo ao almost tocal absence of vici- 
uals on their arrival made the situa- 
tion still more unpleasant aud disap- 
pointing for the new arrivals. Mes- 
sengers were dispatched to Evans for 
food; after ao bour’s absence some of 
the men came back with fat jackrabbits ; 
the women turoed up their sleeves, tied 
oo their aproos; and soon there wae a 
plenty of good things to eat and drink. 

The scene the next morning, however, 
was vot a pleasant one, for, in their 
disappointment and anger, the men 
were upreasonably pouriog out phials 
of wrath on the heads of the Colonial 
Board of Trustees, of which General 
Cameron, an honorable gentleman, 
was the Presideat; the women were 
crying and picking cactus needles from 
their children; and the yonugsters, in 
turn, were yelling aud howling to beat 
the band. Added to this state of 
fairs ® scauty larder, and it can 
easily imagined that the situation was 
anything but joyful. But it was not 
the fault of the Trustees ; it was simply 
a case of premature arrival of colonists 
for which the Board were uuable to 
suitably provide at the moment. The 
scene was of brief duration; kind 
words, forbearance, and courteous be 
havior on both sides, with a plenty to 
eat, and draughts of cool water from 
the only well on the premises, brought 
happy results, aod very soon harmony 
reigne) where only a little while before 
discord and angry feelings prevailed, 

A few weeks later, when returning 
to their homes, the Gideonites found 
peace, plenty, progress and prosperity 
in full sway at Greeley. 

During their visit of 24 hours in 
Greeley Gideon's Bund received three 
distinct und separate commands from 
the Trustees to quit the town; but as 
one of the Band was a colonist, unbe- 
koowo to Geo. Cameron, and the other 
three claimed the right (to stay vicar- 
iously, the commands were disobeyed 
The trouble arose from the fuct that 
the Trustees thought the Band bad a 
colony somewhere in Colorado, and 
were at Greeley to steal recruits. Mu- 
tual explanations resulted in clearing 
away their error and establishing cor 
dial relations between the Board of 
Union Coloay Trustees and Gideon's

Auditor Turner Has a Clear 
Field for Renomination 


FITZGERALD'S APPOINTMENiS 


Keliher Looks Like a 
Ninth District—Roose 
to Speak in Massachu 
Fall. 


Congressman 
Winner in 
velt Slated 
Setts Next 


The events of the last few days have 
fully borne out the statement pub 
lished in these columns last week that 
State Auditor Henry Kb. Turner of Mal 
den will be a candidate for re-election 
on the Republican tieket this fall, Dur 
ing the week Ix-Senator Potter ot 
Worcester was quoted as saying that 
he understood that Mr. Turner would 
retire at the end of his present term 
and that he would be a candidate to 
sueceed him Representative Albert 
P. Langtry of Springfield is for Turner 
The public statement of Mr. Turner 
that he would stand for renomination 
ipparently settles the matter, especial 
ly as party leaders generally believe 
that Mr. Turner would probably be 
able to secure the renomination even 
if some candidate were to enter the 
field against him, 

Mayor Fitzgeraid’s Appointment. 

Thus far Mayor Fitzgerald has made 
between 50 and 60 appointments to 
oflice to the approval of the State Civil 
Service Commission, Out of this 
number 13, or something like 25 per- 
cent, have been rejected by the board, 
Considering the fitness of some of the 
appointments this does not seem such 
an exceedingly large percentage. Very 
few aside from the mayor himself aD 
pear to be much disturbed at the re- 
jections which have been made, and 
there is even some question as to 
just how much he himself cares, about 
some of the rejections. It may be that 
in his criticisms of the board he is 
talking for political effect rather than 
expressing his own personal opinions, 
and that in many eases he is really 
much better pleased at the action ot 
the Civil Service Commission than he 
would be willing to admit to the men 
whose names have been rejected. By 
means of the commission he is able to 
pay political debts without really do 
ing anything for those to whom he ig 
indebted, and one office can be made 
to do the work of repaying several 
staunch supporters for thetr: interest 
in him in the past, The Civil Service 
Commission has been severely criti- 
cized in some quarters but it has the 
complete endorsement of the Finance 
Commission of the city of Boston, the 
head of which, former Congressman 
John A. Sullivan, is an ardent Demo 
crat, and many other people in Bos.

FIRST PICTURE BOOK. 


The Daring Idea That Was Carried Out 
by Johann Comenius. 

Some 300 years ayo a German savant 
had a wonderful vision, At that time 
children were taught to read by force 
of arms, so to speak, through bard- 
ships and with bitter toll on the part 
of teucher and of child. It seems cu- 
rious that the first real step toward 
lightening the labor of children as 
they climb the Indder of leurning was 
the product of the Imaginution vot of 
foud mother or ypentlewoman 
tencher, but of a bewigged und beti- 
tled university doctor. 

It Was Joteinn Comenius, however, 
Who first conceived the daring Idea 
that children could be taught by the 
ald of the memory and the imagina- 
tlon working together, “by means," as 
he quaintly expressed It, “of sensuous 
impressions conveyed to the eye, so 
that visual objects may be made the 
medium of expressing moral lessons to 
the young mind and of Impressing 
those lessons upon the memory.” In 
other words, the good herr doctor had 
the bright Idea that picture books 
could be useful to children, Comentus 
tmnide his tirst picture book aud called 
it the “Orbis Pictus."” It coutalus rude 
woodcuts representing objects ip the 
natural world, as trees and animals, 
With little lessons ubout the pictures. 
't is a quaint volume and ope that 
would cause the average moderao child 
not a little astonishment were it placed 
before him, 

As truly, however, as that term may 
be applied to any other book that bas 
since been written, the “Orbis Pictus" 
Was an epoch making book, It Is the 
precursor of all children’s picture 
books, and modrep childhood bas great 
cause to bless the name of Comenius.

Curious Woodland Tangle. 


While the Ainnzon ts the world’s 
grentest civer, if not in length at least 
In the volume of water which flows 
through it, it is the world’s strangest 
river as well 

‘The few travelers and explorers who 
have journeyed up this water course to 
tf tity sources in the glaciers of the 
South Anierican mountains tell stories 
Which are altnost incredible about the 
Nteral maze of streams which unite to 
forin It, each stream having Its birth 
in one of the great ice innssea. Yet a 
few hundred tiles below, where they 
merge aud create the river, the teu- 
perature Is such that it works its way 
through a perfect labyrinth of tropical 
vegetation. 

Only the mariner can tell the place 
where the Amazon really has its 
mouth, because the opening ft bus 
tade on the eastern coast of South 
America is so wide that It extends @¥rer 
100 miles. A long distance before ‘one 
comes to the mouth of the river, how- 
ever, one 1s really sailing on the wa- 
ters of the Atmazon, because they force 
their way so far out into the ocean. 
They say that 800 miles out at sen off 
the mouth of the Amazon you can 
holst a bucketful of fresh water out 
of the ocenn from the deck of a ship, 
guch Is the quantity of its water that 
flows from that gigantic basin. 

Lopy after you have entered the ac- 
tual river and have its bunks north 
and south of you {if you are in mid- 
stream you will still be out of sight of 
lund, such is the breadth of the vast 
channel, The river stretches far into 
the ocean and far up the country. 
Tuke a map of South America and 
look up a place called Iquitos, It Hes 
four-fifths of the way across the con- 
tinent from eust to west. Yet from 
Iquitos there is a fortnightly service 
of ocein going steamers to Europe 
which descend some 8,000 miles of the 
river before they reach the sea. 

It is uot only one branch of the Am- 
azon, but many, that are thus to be re- 
gurded as the sume as ocenn highways. 
The southern branches of the Amazon 
are broken by rapids along a Lne 
where a low continental shelf exists. 
Above these rapids, however, there is 
ugain deep water. Thus beyond the 
fulls of the Madeira tbere ure over 
10,000 miles of naviguble water on that 
river and its branches. 

Not only Sir Martin Conday, but 
other travelers who have ventured 
along the upper river and its tributa- 
ries, sny that bere a curious woodland 
tangle exists. To the surface of the 
water the sun’s rays seldom reach, and 
ope may go many miles along water- 
ways Where It is well olgh as dark as 
night because the sky is almost com- 
pletely shut out by the mass of vines 
which interlace the trees and are so 
thick with leaves. Deprived of the 
sunlight, all is dark and rank. The 
damp air is laden with unhealthful 
vapor. The surface of the water in 
places where the current {is too slug- 
gish to carry it away is covered with 
scum and weed, 

It requires no Httle courage to ex- 
plore these fastnesses, for a man real- 
ly takes his life in his hands, so un- 
healthy are they, Occasionally, how- 
ever, one can see the upper portion of 
the forest where there is a little crev- 
ice In its roof of vines. Above this {s 
really a scene of life and beauty. Birds 
and butterfiles and other gorgeous ip- 
sects ure tiying from place to place; 
flowers of hundreds of hues and shapes 
are blooming from the plants attuched 
to tree, branch and trunk. While be- 
low all may be lifeleas and silent, 
above the height where the mass of 
vines overshadow the river nature has 
created a world of brightness and ani- 
mation; but, as already stated, it is al- 
most entirely shut out from the human 
eye, 

Tro attempt to break through this 
canopy of vines which hide it from the 
lower world is almost impossible be- 
cause the vines grow so thickly, but 
sowe naturalists have penetrated It 
and say that the forests really have 
two surfaces, the one above this artifi- 
cial roof and the one below. That 
which is above {is barred from human 
entrance. Its inhabitants are mostly 
birds and Insects that are radiant with 
beauty unequaled in the world. 

Whatever grows in the Amazon mud 
strives with desperate internecine 
struggle to reach this sky exposed sur- 
face and there blossoms. Beneath, 
where man can walk or float, all ts 
dark, Only here and there a fitful ray 
of sunlight struggles through. Orchids 
blossom within this shadowy region 

You can see these bright creatures 
fiitfully in the cavern below, but not in 
all their glory, as they must behold 
one another above. Sometimes as they 
filt about beneath they will chance to 
cross a sunbeam slanting through a 
hole tn the vegetation; then for an In- 
stant they flash Into view like an ex- 
plosion of burning color. It {is thus 
that the great butterfiles are seen to 
the best effect. No one can imagine 
what a picture they produce in their 
native haunts as their wings flash and 
close and flash again in the sunlight as 
they fly. 

No; this upper world of the Amazon 
forests has been closed to human be 
ings and promises to remain a perpet- 
ual mystery unless with the ald of 
some aerial craft one may be able to 
visit 1t.—Chambers’ Journal,

GOING INTO POLITICS. 


Organized labor in this State 
has, ut last, concluded to go to the 
ballotbox to secure legislation 
more favorable to the workin 
classes than is at present enjoyec 
by them. 

At a meeting of the Central 
Labor Union in Boston last Sun- 
day resolutions were unanimously 
adopted conderaning the action of 
Boston legislators in the last Gen- 
eral Court, and pledging the or- 
ganization to support for office 
this fail only Union men. 

There has long existed an in- 
fluential, but not controlling, ele- 
ment in the Unions favorable to 
the plan now determined on, and 
the advocates of the ballotbox sys- 
tem have finally carried the day. 

Members of Labor Unions have 
resolved to become active politi- 
cians and vote only for one another 
for office in Massachusetts next 
November. Their party work 
will be put in chiefly in the elec- 
tion of Senators and Representa- 
tives; but it is said that as a 
body they are not friendly to 
Governor Draper and _ will solidly 
oppose his reelection. 

Should the labor organizations 
hang together in this move for the 
acquisition of political supremacy, 
the Governor and Senator Lodge, 
not to mention numerous other 
aspirants for political honors and 
emoluments, may meet with snags 
in this year’s campaign. 


Ex-President Theodore Rovse-

Early on Thureday, Juue 16, every- 
thing was shipshape in Forest Park for 
the Woburn County Fair, or, as it was 
generally called, Agricultural Fair and 
Cattle Show, and if the rainstorm had 
been content to wait 86 hours, the en- 
terprise, the work of inventive brains 
and willing hands, would have added 
uot lees than $2,000 to the treasury of 
the Choate Memorial Hospital of this 
city, the sole object of the project.

The members of the 
W.A.S. got bold of all the automo- 
biles they could beg, borrow or confia- 
cate, went out to Forest Park and res- 
cued the lunches. 

Then they came into town and stop 
ping at the doors of the people offered 
them the lunches. Asa result 400 owt 
of the 500 were sold. 

In the meantime the Committee in 
Charge began to do some thinking. 

‘It seems too bad to let all that 
perishable stuff-fruit, candy, etc., go to 
waste,” they said. 

‘*Why not get Lycenm Hall and 
hold the vaudeville entertainment in 
there and sell all of the perishables we 
can,” suggested one of the W. A. S. 

The upsbot was that Lyceum Hall 
was hired, the perishable stuff, gypsy 
camp and fortune tellers, side shows 
and the vaudeville entertainment were 
given. 

The live stock exhibit, baby incuba- 
tor and parade were postponed until 
next October.

Wx-Governor Guild shows that on 
June 10, 1910, the price of pork backs 
was from $4 to $5 less per barrel, the

same articles during the preceding 


months. Poultry also shows a de

Decreases In Price General 
lx-Governor Guild finds that worst- 
ed yarns have declined 10 to 15 per cent 
tinece Jan.1, and fancy woolen goods in 
heavyweights 10 to 20 per cent, while 
lightweight stock worsted and wool- 
ens are now selling at 10 to 40 per 
cent below last year’s rates. There 
has been quite a substantial decrease 
also in the price of cotton textiles,

Halibut In Canada. 

“One cannot be long in any hotel on 
restaurant in Canada without seeing 
halibut on the bill of fare,"”’ says a 
writer in Canada. “In this respect it 
assumes the position of a national 
dish. It is there on Christmas day 
and again on midsummer day, and 
there are not many days in between 
these two dates when halibut finds no 
place on the menu. So plentiful fs 
halibut in the waters of the west 
coast of Vancouver island that Hrnest 
McGaffey on one occasion watched a 
few Indians, with their crude fishing 
arrangements, catch 21,000 pounds in 
Clayoquot sound in one day. When 
it is remembered that a halibut some- 
tines weighs as much as 800 pounds 
perhaps this achievement will lose a 
tiny part of its glory.”

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THE ARCTIC PERIL ‘STRINGING PEARLS 


Peary’s Method of Battling With 
Polar Conditions. 


THE USE OF RELAY PARTIES. 


Without This System, the Explorer 
Says, It Would Be a Physical Im- 
possibility For Any Man to Reach the 
Pole and Return to Tell the Tale. 


Many persons who have asked why, 
If Peary got to the pole, it was impos- 
kible for Cook to do so will find an 
answer in Commander Peary’s own 
story In Hampton's, Although he does 
hot mention Dr. Cook by name, Peary 
shows how impossible It would be for 
& man without his equipment and sys- 
tem to surmount the difficulties of 
such a journey. He says: 

“Fortitude and endurance alone are 
not enough in themselves to carry a 
man to the north pole. Only with 
years of experience in traveling those 
regions, only with the ald of a large 
party also experienced in that charac- 
ter of work, only with the knowledge 
of arctic detail and the equipment 
necessary to prepnre himself and his 
party for any and every emergency, 
Is it possible for a man to reach that 
long sought goal and return. 

“In order that the reader may un- 
derstand this Journey over the ice of 
the polar sea it is necessary that the 
theory and practice of pioneer and 
supporting parties should be fully un- 
derstood. 

“The use of relay parties in arctic 
work is not new, but the idea was 
carried further in the last expedition 
of the Peary Arctic club than ever 
before. 

“Without this system it would be a 
physical impossibillty for any man to 
reach the north pole and return to tell 
the tale. 

“First.—Because a single division, 
comprising either a small or a large 
number of men and dogs, could not 
possibly drag all the way to the pole 
and back (some 900 miles) as much 
food and liquid fuel as the men and 
dogs of that division would consume 
during the many weeks of the journey. 

“Second.—It is absolutely necessary 
that the arduous work of trail break- 
ing for the first two-thirds of the dis- 
tance should be done by one division 
after another in succession in order 
to save the strength of the main party 
for its final dash alone. 

“Third.—When the supplies of one 
sledge after another have been con- 
sumed the drivers of these sledges and 
the dogs are superfluous mouths which 
cannot be fed from the scanty supply 
of provisions being dragged forward 
over the Ice. 

“Fourth.—Each division being an in- 
dependent unit, these divisions can be 
withdrawn at intervals from the main 
party without affecting the main party. 

“Hifth.—At the very end, when the 
supporting parties have performed 
their important work of trail breaking 
and transportation of supplies, the 
main party for the final dash must be 
small and carefully selected, as a small 
party can travel so much faster than 
a large one. 

“Tbe pioneer party was one unit divi- 
sion, made up of four of the most ac- 
tive and experienced men of the expe- 
dition, with sledges lightly loaded with 
five or six days’ provisions, drawn by 
the best dog teams that could be se- 
lected from the entire pack. When 
we started from Cape Columbia this 
pioneer party, headed by Bartlett, went 
out twenty-four hours in advance of 
the main party. Later on, when we 
renched the time of continuous day- 
light and sunlight through the twenty 
four hours, the pioneer party was but 
twelve hours in advance of the main 
party. 

“The duty of this pioneer party was 
to make a mareh in every twenty-four 
hours In spite of every obstacle, ex- 
cepting, of course, some impassable 
lead. Whether there was a deep snow 
or violent winds to be faced or moun- 
tainous pressure ridges to be climbed 
over, the march of the pioneer party 
must be made, for past experience had 
proved that whatever distance was 
covered by the advance party with its 
light sledges could be covered in less 
time by the main party even with 
heavily louded sledges, because the 
main party, having the trail to follow, 
was not obliged to waste time in recon- 
noitering. 

“In other words, the ploneer party 
was the pacemaker of the expedition, 
and whatever distance it made was 


the measure of accomplishment for 
the main party. ‘The leader of the 
pioneer party, in the first instance 


Bartlett, would start out ahead of his 
division, usually of the snowshoes. 
Then the light sledges of the party 
would follow after. Thus the leader 
of the pioneer division was pioneering 
rhead of his own pafty, and that 
whole division was pioneering ahead 
of the main party. 

“One great advantage which I had 
on this expedition was that, owing to 
the size of my party, whenever the 
men in this pioneer division became 
exhausted with thelr arduous labor 
and lack of sleep I could withdraw 
them into the main party and send 
out a fresh division to take their place. 
A large party is absolutely necessary 
to success.”

A Difficult Task That Calls For 
Skill and Judgment. 


CORDED ON SURGEON'S SILK. 


A Soft, Round Strand of Pure White 
Woven Thread Is Employed, and an 
Intricate System of Knotting Guards 
the Gems Should the String Break. 


Ievery now and then a story is print- 
ed about the loss of a valuable string 
of pearls through the brenking of the 
cord on which they were hung and 
thelr slipping off and scattering over 
the floor or sidewalk, who 
know anything about the stringing of 
pearls, however, always read these 
tales with incredulity, because nowa- 
days, as a general thing, only false 
pearls or those of sinall price are 
string without a knot being tied be- 
tween each of them, so that if the 
cord breaks no more than one can fall 
of, 
It Is common belief that because of 
their great value pearls are strung on 
something durable, like catgut or wire. 
As a matter of fact such material is 
uever employed, There is no beauty 
to a string of pearls that looks wiry 
or stiff. It must be flexible to the 
highest degree, otherwise all its grace- 
ful effect will be lost. Up to the time 
of the Introduction of surgeon's silk 
for pearl stringing nothing bad been 
found that would absolutely meet the 
requirements of strength and flexi- 
bility. 

That the most valunble pearls are to- 
day strung on cords of surgeon's silk 
is due to the suggestiow of a woman 
employee of a New York jewelry 
house, 

Surgeon's silk—the thread that is 
used for sewing up cuts and wounds— 
is a soft, round strand of pure white 
silk which is woven, not twisted. The 
weave, when viewed under a maguni- 
fying glass, closely resembles that of 
line silk braid and is capable of only 
a small degree of expansion. ‘This 
thread fs produced in several diam- 
eters or grades, which mukes it all the 
more desirable for pearl stringing. 
These are numbered instead of being 
lettered like ordinary sewing silk and 
ure wound on small cards like darning 
corton. 

When the young woman's idea was 
first udopted it seemed as though it 
would prove impracticable owing to 
the quantity of surgeon's silk manu- 
factured being insufficient to meet the 
new demands from the jewelers. It 
Was ulso very expensive, But the idea 
was such a good one and the surgeon's 
silk was so much superior to anything 
ever tried before that in time it was 
found possible to secure it In sufficient 
quantities and at wholesale prices. 

The principal safeguard against loss, 
however, Is in the method of string- 
ing. An intricate system of knotting 
the thrend between each peurl ts em- 
ployed, This prevents the escape of 
more than one jewel should the thread 
break, This knotting is done with 
tweezers and is a task that requires 
great skill. There must be no unsight- 
ly gaps between the knots and the 
pearls, and the whole when finished 
must be immaculate in its whiteness. 
The tiny knots instead of detracting 
from the beauty of the necklace en- 
hance it, for they look like seed pearls 
alternating with the larger ones. Knot- 
ting lengthens the necklace also and 
is often resorted to for that purpose. 

When a strand of a certain length is 
desired and the number of large pearls 
is not sufficient imitation pearls of the 
exact size und color are often substi- 
tuted. Some of these imitations will 
deceive the eye of any but the most 
expert. 

It often happens that the largest 
peurls have the smallest holes drilled 
through them, for every grain that is 
taken from the pearl reduces it in 
Weight. In such cases, however, the 
risk of the cord breaking is increased 
owing to the slenderness of the thread 
and the sburp edges of the pearls cut- 
ting through it quickly. 

Stringing pearls is never done with 
a needle. A needle is not yielding 
enough to pass through very small 
holes, and the doubling of its diameter 
at the eye makes its use impracticable, 
Therefore the end of the thread is 
sharpened to a very fine point, which 
is waxed stiffly enough to be used ex- 
actly us a needle would be. 

Ordinarily pearl stringing is me- 
chanically difficult and also requires 
taste und judgment. ‘The pearls may 
have to be rearranged in order to im- 
prove thelr general appearance. In 
the laying out of collarets especially 
a great deal of skill is required. In 
the first place, the collaret must fit 
exactly. This seems compuratively 
easy, but it is not. A pattern is al- 
ways fitted beforehand, but it is rare- 
ly the case that the result is satisfac- 
tory the first time. Some necks re- 
quire straight collars and others 
slightly curved, ‘The same care is giv- 
en to the fitting of a collaret as to the 
set of an expensive gown, and it has 
to be tried on and changed and ad- 
justed as many times,
